Army Age Retirement; 
. . . a 
Rigid Physical Exams 

Secretary of War Woodring this week 
initiated a “rigorous vitalization” pre 
gram for the personnel of the Army. The 
program is in two parts: 

Kirst The War Department has asked 
Congress to amend the promotion act of 
135 so us to institute forced retirements 
based on flexible ages-in-grade with a 
view to increasing the rate of attrition 
from the present 3.2 per cent a year to 
135 per cent oa year. This bill alse 
“freezes” the number of officers in’ the 
field grade at the present figure of 4,400 
until, under the expansion program, that 
figure is 34 per cent of the total number 
of promotion list officers. This has the 
effect: of reducing by six per cent the 
number of officers in the field grades, 


Second The holding of “rigid physi-‘ 


cal examinations” between now and June 
30 of all officers of the grade of captain 
and above. This will not be done by offi 
cers stationed on the sume post as those 
to be examined, but by special bourds 
appointed at one place and sent to other 
places to conduct examinations 

The age-in-grade forced attrition plan 
is one that long has been advocated in 
some circles in the Army and frequently 
the subject of staff studies It was 
brought forward on the eve of Hitler's 
Reichstag speech and at the same time 
England was announcing the institution 
of conseription 

After being perfected in the War De 
partment, it was the subject of a White 
House conference on April 26 at which it 
was explained to the President by Secre 
tary Woodring, Brig.

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Editors Question Reason for Desire of Bergdoll to Return Here from Exile 


The visit of Mrs. Grover Cleveland Bergdoll and her children to the United 
States and the announcement that Bergdoll, who 19 years ago was termed “Draft 
Dodger No. 1,” was seeking to return and serve out a five-year sentence imposed for 
draft dodging, provoked a flood of comment in the nation’s newspapers. 

Some editors waxed caustic over the rich man’s son who fled about the country 
in 1918, sending ironical posteards to the draft board until he was temporarily 
upprehended; a few were inclined to believe that 19 years’ exile was almost pun 
ishment enough. Most questioned the reason for his return here, variously ascribing 
it to fear of war in Germany, desire to regain his property here, or dislike of 
Nuzi rule. 


The Seattle, Wash., Post-Intelligencer comments, “It was probably the bravado 
of a spoiled youth that made Grover Cleveland Bergdoll a defiant draft dodger, 
eventually a fugitive expatriate. Now he has had 20 years of reflection in’ the 
Germany that represented his distorted ideal more than two decades ago, And 
the more mature Bergdoll has chosen to come back to America —-even though it 
means five years in prison, 

“His case should at least stand as an object lesson for any thoughtless, dis 
couraged youth whe may imagine that life in a totalitarian country today has 
anything to offer them.” 


The Portland, Ore., Oregon Journal observes, “Grover Cleveland Bergdoll wants 
to come home, Germany isn’t so attractive to him now as when he broke jail and 
fled thither to eseape serving a sentence for draft evasion in the United States. 

“If Germany gets up to its neck in a general war, conscription won't stop at 
a ceiling of 80 or 35 years of age. Bergdoll is only 46. Therefore, he wants to come 
buck to the United States and surrender and serve the rest of his five-year sen 
tence. Incidentally, he wants to get his $500,000 worth of property out of the 
alien custodian’s hands, 

“Look at the Bergdoll record: Jailed at 16 for shooting at a constable who 
ecume to arrest his brother for speeding; held in 1912 on $1,000 bail for beating 
up a policeman; three months in jail for a motor accident; warned to quit flying 
au plane dangerously over Philadelphia housetops and crowded Atlantic City beaches ; 
arrested for another automobile crash; brought into court in 1915 by his brother, 
who tried to have him adjudged insane or incompetent. 

“Bergdoll wasn't a conscientious objector, ... He was interested in and worried 
about Bergdoll. And still is.” 


Observes the Milwaukee, Wise., Leader (Soe.), “America has plenty of faults, 
and we have not hesitated to point them out, but we note that even a jail in 
America is better than being at large in Nazi Germany. 

“Grover Cleveland Bergdoll wants to come back to America and serve the 
sentence which he escaped by fleeing to Germany 19 years ago, when that country 
was a republic and, though desperately poor and oppressed by the Versailles treaty,

The General of the Armies, John J. 
Pershing, Chairman of the American 
Battle Monuments Commission, has an 
nounced publication of “American Armies 
und Battlefields in’ Europe,” a volume 
prepared under the direction of the Bat- 
tle Monuments Commission. The book is 
the result of many years’ effort and is a 
combined guide to the American World 
War battletields in Europe and a concise 
history and reference work covering the 
uctivities of the American forces over- 
seas during the period 1917-19 It also 
vives detailed information concerning 
the American national cemeteries and 
World War memorials in Europe. 
“American Armies and Battlefields in 
Europe” has been compiled as a part of 
the project of the American Battle Monu 
ments Commission to commemorate in a 
complete and lasting manner the accom 
plishments and services of the American 
forces in Europe during the World War. 
The book constitutes a revision and elab 
eration of “A Guide to the American 
Battlefields in Europe,” which was pub- 
lished by the Commission in 1927. Twenty 
thousand copies of “A Guide to the 
American Battlefields in Europe” were 
printed and the supply was completely 
exhausted within nine months. 
“American Armies and Battlefields in 
Europe” contains 547 pages, 561 official 
photographs from American, German and

Life and Work of Mahan 


“Mahan,” The Life and Work of Cap 
tain Alfred Thayer Mahan, USN, by 
Captain W. D. Puleston, USN. 365) pp.

This is the definite biography of Mahan 
based upon complete personal and offi 
cial records. Mahan’s fame was gained 
by his writings, but before his first book 
was published he had served throughout 
the Civil War as executive officer on vari- 
ous ships of the blockading fleet and had 
further revealed his professional zeal

Colo- 
nels over 60, lieutenant colonels over 58, 
majors over 55, and lesser officers over 
nO) would be subject to retirement to 
make up the 4.35 per cent, 

By comparison average age of cap- 
tains of the Navy (equivalent in rank to 
colonels) is 53.8 years. Commanders 
(equal to lieutenant colonels) average 
46; lieutenant commanders (equal to 
majors) average under 40. 

Even so, U. S. Navy officers are some- 
what older when they reach the respec- 
tive grades than officers in the navies of 
other powers.

The average age of officers in those 
erades, for the U. S. Navy, may be taken 
roughly as the midpoint between the en 
tering age of any grade and the entering 
age of the next grade, plus slightly less 
than a year. Thus, officers promoted to 
lieutenant average 31 years in age; offi- 
cers to lieutenant commander, 37 years, 
a difference of six years. Average age of 
lieutenants (equivalent to captain in the 
Army) will be then a little less than 35. 

Ages were not available for the Ma- 
rine Corps, but as of Dee. 1, 1938, promo- 
tions were being made from the follow- 
ing Naval Academy classes. 

For purposes of comparison, there is 
also set down the classes from which pro- 
motions in the Navy were being made at 
the same time; and further for compari 
son, since midshipmen enter the academy 
between the ages of 16 and 20, the addi 
tion of 20 to 24 to the date of the class 
will give, roughly, the ages of the officers 
being promoted.

Proposed Army Attrition 


In the following table estimates are 
shown of the probable number of Army 
officers to be retired each fiscal year for 
seven years under the proposed age-in- 
grade retirement law. The figures are 
based on the assumption that the attri- 
tion for other causes, death, disability, 
ete., continues in accordance with actua- 
rial tables. The years shown in the left 
hand column are the fiscal years for 
which the attrition will be required to 
reach the rate of 4.35 required by the 
bill. Actually the retirements will not 
take place until the succeeding fiscal year 
in each case. The ages at which the first 
year’s retirements will be made are: 
Brigadier generals, 62; colonels, 60; 
lieutenant colonels, 58; majors, 55; and 
captains, 50. Because of the uncertain- 
ties involved in forecasting the depart- 
ment declines to estimate the ages at 
which succeeding years’ retirements will 
be made.

Expand Army Posts 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on the bill 
authorizing the appropriation of $5,000,- 
000 for the expenditure during the fiscal 
years 1941 and 1942 for the enlargement 
of a number of military reservations.

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Modernization of Battleships 

The Navy Department this week asked 
Congress to authorize the appropriation 
of $6,660,000 for the modernization of 
the battleships Tennessee, California, 
Colorado, Maryland and West Virginia, 
in addition to $2,225,000 now authorized 
by existing law. The combined authoriza- 
tions total $9,910,000, indicating that the 
Navy proposes to spend nearly $2,000,- 
(4) on the modernization of each vessel. 

The move was not unexpected, how- 
ever, as the Navy Department in a report 
to the House Naval Affairs Committee 
last week on the advisability of acquiring 
the Hunters Point Drydocks on San Fran- 
cisco Bay stated that overage vessels of 
the Navy would be retained in full com- 
mission even after the vessels authorized 
by the Naval expansion act join the fleet. 

On several occasions, Admiral William 
I). Leahy has told Congressional commit 
tees that overage battleships, after mod 
ernization, become more formidable fight- 
ing machines in some respects than they 
were when initially commissioned. 

In requesting the authorization, the 
Navy Department stated : 

Under the provisions of the Act entitled 
“An Act limiting expenditures for repairs 
or changes to naval vessels,” approved July 
18, 1925, the total appropriation expenditures 
for repairs or alterations to a vessel of the 
Navy undertaken in a navy yard shall not 
exceed $450,000 for any 18 consecutive 
months. 

The battleships California, 
Colorado, Maryland, and West Virginia have 
reached an age at which they require a major 
overhaul to enable them to perform the com- 
batant functions for which they were de- 
signed and are intended. 

The type of major overhaul indicated can- 
not be accomplished within the statutory 
limit of $150,000 for each consecutive 18 
months, 

Accordingly the enclosed draft of a pro- 
posed bill has been prepared for the purpose 
of providing that the contemplated overhauls 
of these battleships may be accomplished 
without reference to the limitation imposed 
by the Act of July 18, 1935. 

It is estimated that the cost of the desired 
repairs and alterations, in addition to the 
statutory limit already authorized by law, 
would be approximately $6,660,000. 

The Navy Department recommends enact- 
ment of the proposed legislation.

Army and Navy Journal to 
Survey Service Opinion on 
Proposed Age-in-grade Law 


Because of its far-reaching impor- 
tance to the National Defense, the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL is instituting 
a survey of the views of promotion list 
officers of the Army on the proposed 
age-in-grade retirement law. Results 
of the survey will be made available 
to the War Department and to the 
committees of Congress which will 
shortly begin consideration of the 
measure. The results of the survey will 
thus enable the authorities to de- 
termine the composite views of the of- 
ficers concerned and the effect the pro- 
posal would have on the service. 

Names of those replying to the sur- 
vey will be kept strictly confidential 
and will not be revealed to anyone ex- 
cept the Army AND Navy JouRNAL 
staff members who compile the re- 
sults. 

Prompt response to the communica- 
tion the ARMy AND Navy JourNat will 
mail to each promotion list officer is 
requested in order that the results may 
be available in time to assist the Con- 
gressional committees in their de- 
liberations. 





“Vitalization” in National Guard 
and Reserves 


Under Secretary Woodring’s plan for 
“widespread vitalization” of the Army he 
is planning to address letters, within a 
few days, to the governors of the various 
states requesting them to institute “rigid 
physical examinations” for officers of the 
National Guard in the same manner as 
those to be had in the Army. 


It is understood that the medical units 
of the National Guard can be employed 
for this purpose if the governors decided 
to acquiese in the request. Should such 
use not prove feasible, it is understood 
that the War Department would be will- 
ing to assign officers of the regular medi- 
cal department to examine the National 
Guard officers. 

It is stated that there is no compulsion 
on the part of the War Department for 
in cases where Federal Recognition has 
been extended to officers it could not be 
withdrawn under special physical ex- 
aminations, 

There is no immediate plan, it was 
stated, to apply age-in-grade retirement 
to officers of the National Guard. As of 
June 30, 1938 the average age of officers 
of the Regular Army by grade was, 
Major Generals, 61; brigadier generals, 
59; colonels, 56; lieutenant colonels, 49; 
majors, 46; and captains, 39. In the Na- 
tional Guard, as of June 30, 1937, the 
average ages were: Major generals, 56; 
brigadier generals, 54; colonels, 50; lieu 
tenant colonels, 49; majors, 45, and cap- 
tains, 42. 

As to the Reserve Corps, the average 
ages as of Jan. 26, 1939 were, Brigadier 
generals, 58; colonels, 55; lieutenant 
colonels, 52; majors, 48; and captains, 41. 
(In all instances above, the age in years 
is given, the months being disregarded). 

In the case of reserve officers, physical 
examinations are normally given only on 
original commission, reappointment, pro- 
motion, or reporting for active duty. 





Comment on Army Proposal 


There was little comment at the capi- 
tal on the Army’s age-in-grade proposals 
as both the House and Senate adjourned 
over the week-end and the majority of 
the members were out of the city. 

Representative Ewing Thomason of 
Texas, acting chairman of the House 
Military committee, said that although 
he has not studied the plan in detail he 
is in favor of the principal involved. He 
declared that he intends to make a care- 
ful study of the plan to determine its 
value from a national defense stand- 
point. 

Senator Logan of Kentucky, declared 
“TI favor the general idea, but will with- 
hold comment on the actual proposal un- 
til I have studied it carefully.” 
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Navy CC and CEC Promotion 


(When the House Naval Committee 
mects next week to consider staff corps 
promotion it will have before it the bill 
introduced by Representative McOCor- 
mack, In the following statement the 
author of the bill tells what his measure 
is intended to accomplish.)

Ii} Bill Hi. R. 4677 is intended to ae- 

complish two purposes for officers of 
the Construction Corps and the Civil En- 
gineer Corps. These are (a) suspension 
of involuntary retirement of qualified offi- 
cers as is now required under existing 
law, and (b) authorizing the promotion 
of qualified officers either as “best fitted” 
or “fitted.” It will extend to officers of 
the Construction Corps and of the Civil 
Engineer Corps in the ranks of Lieuten- 
ant Commander and Commander the same 
opportunity for promotion as existing law 
gives to oflicers assigned to Engineering 
Duty Only and Aeronautical Engineering 
Duty Only in the corresponding ranks, 

The McCormack Bill applies only to of- 
ficers of the Construction Corps and the 
Civil Engineer Corps in the ranks of Lieu- 
tenant Commander and Commander, as it 
is for officers in these two ranks,—par- 
ticularly in the rank of Lieutenant Com- 
mander,—that there is an immediate and 
urgent need for relief. Conditions exist- 
ing in the other staff corps of the Navy 
are radically different from those in the 
Construction Corps and the Civil Engi- 
neer Corps and there is no immediate 
necessity for any personnel legislation as 
affecting otticers in the other staff corps 
in the ranks of Lieutenant Commander 
and Commander. 

In accomplishing the purposes above 
mentioned, the Bill discontinues the ap- 
plication of the Line fraction or per- 
centage to Lieutenant Commanders and 
Commanders of the two Corps to deter- 
mine the proportion of these eligible offi- 
cers who can be promoted. In other 
words, it does away with the principle 
that only a certain percentage of the elig- 
ible officers can be promoted in the tech- 
nical corps because only that percentage 
were promoted in the Line. It also estab- 
lishes the principle that each Lieutenant- 
Commander and Commander in these two 
technical corps may be judged individual- 
ly on his own qualifications, as in the case 
of ollicers assigned to Engineering Duty 
Only. It further permits selection boards 
to reconsider ollicers passed over as “best 
fitted,” so that they may be adjudged 
“fitted” for promotion if their qualifica- 
tions warrant. This allows two avenues 
of promotion, that is, “best fitted” and 
“fitted,” and thereby gives each Iindi- 
vidual officer full opportunity to be con- 
sidered strictly on his own merits, as in 
the case of officers assigned to Pngineer- 
ing Duty Only. 

The provisions of the Bill are not in- 
tended to confer any special privileges or 
opportunity upon the officers concerned, 
but are intended to extend to them exactly 
the sume opportunity now accorded to of- 
ficers in the Line of the Navy who are as- 
signed to Engineering Duty Only and to 
Aeronautical Duty Only.

Representative Lane Powers, repub- 
lican member of the House Appropria- 
tions committee, has introduced a bill to 
promote upon retirement colonels of the 
urmy who have completed distinguished 
service. It will be recalled that General 
Malin Craig, in his annual report last 
year, recommended that colonels who 
would have been promoted to be brigadier 
generals except for their age should be 
retired as brigadier generals. 

The text of Mr. Powers’ bill follows: 

To provide for the advancement in rank of 
certain officers of the United States Army 
upon retirement. 

Bt it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That any of- 
ficer of the United States Army, of the rank 
of colonel, who has completed distinguished 
service may, if heerafter retired from active 
service with unblemished record, be advanced 
upon retirement one grade to the rank of 
bridgadier general, at the discretion of the 
President. 

Sec. 2. Nothing In this Act shall be con- 
strued to increase the active or retired pay or 
allowances of any such officer, or prevent any 
such officer from being advanced to a higher 
rank on the retired list pursuant to existing 
law. 





Strategic War Materials 


The House this week passed the bill 
authorizing the appropriation of $100,- 
000,000 for the acquisition of strategic 
war materials. The measure is similar to 
one passed by the Senate a week ago, 
with the exception that the Senate au- 
thorization was limited to $40,000,000, to 
be spent in four annual increments of 
$10,000,000 each, 

With the exception that the House 
voted authorization for a substantially 
greater amount, the House and Senate 
measures vary only slightly. Conferees 
from the House and Senate will be named 
early next week to attempt to reach an 
ugreement of the amount of the authori- 
zation to be approved and to bring the 
wording of the two bills into agreement. 
Both bills would authorize the appropria- 
tion of funds to lay in stocks of manga- 
nese, tin, tungsten and a number of other 
war materials that are not found in the 
United States. 


Land For West Point 
The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably on a bill 
that will permit the War Department to 
exchange certain lands now a part of the 








West Point Military Reservation for cer- 
tain other lands now owned by the State 
of New York, in order to carry out provi- 
sions of the expansion program at the 
Military Academy. The bill would trans- 
fer some 302 acres of land bordering 
Popolopen Creek, about 4 miles from the 
Academy, to the Palisades Park Com- 
mission, in return for a tract of 718 acres 
controlled by the Commission to the south 
and southwest of the Academy. The War 
Department would be authorized to pay 
the Commission $35.00 an acre for the 
416 acres of land comprising the differ- 
ence in size of the tracts to be exchanged. 

In requesting authorization for the 
transaction, Secretary of War Woodring 
said that the exchange is necessary to 
carry out the 15,000 acre expansion of the 
West Point Military Reservation, au- 
thorized in 1931. 





Nicaraguan President to Capital 


Gen. Anastasio Somoza, President of 
Nicaragua, will be received by President 
Roosevelt, May 5, on a visit to Washing- 
ton. War Department officials are making 
elaborate preparations to receive the 
Latin American executive. Troops will be 
placed in and about Union Station, be- 
tween the station and the Capitol, and 
along the route to the White House. 


As the President of Nicaragua leaves 
his train he will be greeted with ruffles 
and flourishes sounded by the Marine 
Drum and Bugle Corps, and will then 
precede to the Presidential Suite to be 
greeted by Mr. Roosevelt. The party will 
then go to the White House by way of 
the capitol. 

Troops which will be detailed for the 
eseort or the line of march are:

Chief of Staff Appointed 


President Roosevelt announced on 
Thursday the appointment of Brig. Gen. 
George C. Marshall, USA, deputy chief 
of staff, to be chief of staff of the Army, 
with the rank of General, succeeding 
General Malin Craig, who reaches the 
statutory retirement age in August. 

Also announced was the appointment 
of Col. James C. Magee, MC, executive 
officer of Walter Reed General Hospital, 
to be surgeon general of the Army with 
the rank of major general succeeding 
Maj. Gen. Charles R. Reynolds whose 
four-year tour of duty expires May 31. 

In addition it is learned that Brig. 
Gen. Daniel I. Sultan, who recently was 
appointed to that grade, has been se- 
lected to be deputy chief of staff. 

Before his appointment as deputy 
chief of staff, about six months ago, Gen- 
eral Marshall had served in Washington 
as assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans 
Division. 

He was born in Uniontown, Pa., Dec. 
31, 1880. He graduated from the Virginia 
Military Institute in 1901 and in 1902 
was appointed a second lieutenant of In- 
fantry in the Regular Army. 

General Marshall joined the 30th Infantry 
in the Philippine Islands in May, 1902 and 
served there until November, 1903, when he 
returned to the United States with his regi- 
ment for station in Oklahoma. In the sum- 
mer of 1906 he was ordered to Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, to attend the Infantry- 
Cavalry School, which course he completed 
as an honor graduate in 1907. The following 
year he graduated from the Army Staff Col- 
lege at the same post, and upon graduation 
was detailed as an instructor at the Fort 
Leavenworth Army Service Schools. 

General Marshall served with the 13th In- 
fantry in the Philippines and as aide-de-camp 
to General Hunter Liggett at Fort William 
McKinley. He was aide-de-camp to General 
J. Franklin Bell at the headquarters of the 
Western Department, San Francisco, Calif., 
and at the headquarters of the Eastern De- 
partment, Governors Island, N. Y. 

Sailing for France in June, 1917, General 
Marshall served with the 1st Division until 
July, 1918, as Assistant Chief of Staff for 
Operations. During this period the Ist Divi- 
sion saw service in the Sommerviller and 
Ansauville defensive sectors in Lorraine and 
in the vicinity of Montdidier where in May, 
1918, Cantigny and the surrounding heights 
were captured. After a month’s service with 
the Operations Section of the General Staff at 
the General Headquarters of the American 
Expeditionary Forces he was detailed to the 
Operations Section, General Staff, of the First 
American Army, of which he became Chief in 
October, participating in the St. Mihiel and 
Meuse-Argonne offensives. After the armis- 
tice he was designated Chief of Staff of the 
8th Army Corps with headquarters at Mon- 
tigny-sur-Aube, in which capacity he served 
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until January, 1919, when he returned to the 
headquarters of the American Expeditionary 
Forces for service with the Operations Sec- 
tion of the General Staff. In May, 1919, he 
was detailed as aide-de-camp to General 
Pershing, with whom he returned to the 
United States in September, 1919, and with 
whom he served at Washington, D. C., until 
the summer of 1924. 

General Marshall was ordered to China in 
July, 1924, where he served with the 15th In- 
fantry at Tientsin for nearly three years. Re- 
turning to the United States in May, 1927, he 
was an instructor at the Army War College 
until November of the same year when he 
was ordered to Fort Benning, Georgia, as 
Assistant Commandant of the Infantry 
School. From June, 1932, until October, 1933, 
he commanded the 8th Infantry at Fort 
Screven, Georgia, and later Fort Moultrie, 
South Carolina. For three years, beginning

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Navy Staff Corps Hearing 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
on Tuesday, May 2, will begin hearings 
to modify the system of promotion for 
the Staff Corps of the Navy. First wit- 
nesses to be heard by the committee will 
be-Rear Admiral J. O. Richardson, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, Rear Ad- 
miral Ben Moreell, Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks and Rear Admiral 
William G. DuBose, Chief of the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair. 

Chairman Carl Vinson, of the commit- 
tee, stated last week that, inasmuch as 
Admiral DuBose has expressed approval 
of the bill introduced by Representative 
John W. McCormack, of Mass., the Naval 
committee will base its Staff Corps hear- 
ings on that bill. Mr. Vinson, however, 
said that he plans to introduce a bill of 
his own and also that he expects the Navy 
Department, which has been conducting 
a study, to also submit a bill to the com- 
mittee. He declared that he intends to 
hold extensive hearings and evolve a 
“thorough” staff corps bill. 


During the debate on the floor of the 
House on the amendments to the Navy 
Line Selection Act of 1938, Representa- 
tive John W. McCormack, of Mass. 
brought up the question of Staff Corps 
legislation, and the following discussion 
took place. 

Mr. McCormack. The gentleman is aware 
of the fact that I have introduced a bill re- 
lating to certain staff officers. Is it the gen- 
tleman’s intention to add any amendment of 
that kind to this bill? 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. The pending bill 
relates only to the line and not to the staff. 

Mr. McCormack. The gentleman is not go- 
ing to put in an amendment to this bill call- 
ing for a survey of the staff officers? 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. I have not reached 
that phase in my remarks. 

Mr. McCormack. Does the gentleman in- 
tend to do that? 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. That is under con- 
sideration, 

Mr. McCormack. Will the gentleman frank- 
ly advise me whether he intends to offer an 
amendment providing for such a survey? 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. Not right now. 

Mr. McCormack. Does the gentleman in- 
tend to do that in connection with the con- 
sideration of this bill? 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. I cannot answer 
that question now. I will talk to the gentle- 
man after I have finished my remarks, 


At the conclusion of Mr. Vinson’s ex- 
planatory remarks, the issue was again 
brought before the House, when, follow- 
ing a statement by Mr. Vinson that 
amendments to the act can be made 
in subsequent years if found necessary, 
Mr. McCormack took the floor and said, 


Mr. MeCormack. Mr. Chairman, I move to 
strike out the last word. I was rather in- 
terested in listening to the last remarks of 
my distinguished friend from Georgia (Mr. 
Vinson) that if this does not work out in an 
equitable way we can come back later and 
take care of it. That is what we have been 
hearing for a long while. Ever since I have 
been a Member of the House, that is what I 
have been hearing with reference to Navy 
matters, ATl I know about the Navy, so far 
as personnel is concerned, is that there is a 
lot of naval-politics played down there. Poli- 
tics is played, not only in this Chamber and 
in the Senate Chamber, but apparently there 
is quite a political machine down in the Navy 
Department. Of course, the officers cannot 
talk out openly. They are not going to take 
any chance of injuring themselves, but they 
talk to you and to me privately, and they tell 
us in confidence what confronts them. I in- 
troduced a bill—H. R. 4677—and promises 
were made last year that the matter involved 
would be taken care of this year. We have 
civil engineers and instructors, officers in the 
Navy, who are discriminated against. <A 
promise was made last year that they would 
be taken care of this year. This year I in- 
troduced a bill and I was given assurance 
that I would be given a hearing next Monday. 
On the other hand, I understand, there was 
going to be an amendment offered to the 
pending bill calling for a survey of staff 
officers to be made, and that is why I asked 
my friend from Georgia (Mr. Vinson) if he 
was going to offer such an amendment, I 
could not get a direct answer out of him, but 
afterward, privately, he told me he would not, 
but if the amendment was offered, and assum- 
ing my point of order was overruled and the 
amendment was adopted, then I would have a 
hearing before his committee next Monday, 
which would be just a joke. A survey is a 





polite way of side-tracking my bill for this 
session. 

Mr. Maas. Oh, the committee is intending 
to have a hearing next Monday. 


Naval Aviation Cadets 


The House of Representatives this week 
passed the Aviation Cadet Bill without 
debate and without amendment. The bill, 
as passed by the House is admittedly a 
“stop-gap” to take care of the Navy flying 
personnel situation until a thorough study 
of the situation, as is provided for in the 
bill, can be made. 

The bill provides that a board be con- 
vened by the Secretary of the Navy to 
make a thorough study of ways and 
means to insure a competent and more 
permanent flight corps for the Navy. 
This report is to be submitted to Congress 
in January, 1940. 

The measure provides that aviation 
cadets may be commissioned ensigns in 
the Naval Reserve or second lieutenants 
in the Marine Corps Reserve, and may be 
promoted to the next higher rank follow- 
ing three years of service, accrediting 
the active duty performed by aviation 
cadets now in the service toward this 
promotion. 

Service on active duty in the Navy is 
limited to the seven years next following 
graduation from Pensacola in peace time, 
with a provision that the Reserve officers 
may be called back for active duty to 
train other flyers of the Naval Reserve. 
If an ensign after four years of service 
desires to return to an inactive duty 
status, he will receive $500. If he chooses 
to remain in the service for 7 years, he 
receives $1,500.00. Government life insur- 
ance, now prepaid by the Government 
must still be carried, but the premium 
must be paid by the officer concerned due 
to the fact that his salary is increased 
from that of an aviation cadet to that of 
an ensign or lieutenant (junior grade), 
with flight pay. Another provision of the 
bill requires the flying personnel strength 
of the Naval Reserve be built up to 6,000 
by 1949. 

The bill will be taken up by the Senate 
Naval Committee next week, the com- 
mittee stated. 


Peruvian Ships Visit Balboa 


Three Peruvian ships, the cruisers Al- 
mirante Grau and Coronel Bolognesi and 
the tanker Parinas, paid a courtesy visit 
to Balboa, C, Z., April 4 to April 8. The 
division was commanded by Capt. Carlos 
Rotalde, and aboard ship were 70 officers, 
86 cadets of the Peruvian Naval School 
and 514 men, 

During the stay, naval cadets laid a 
wreath on the statue of Dr. Amador 
Guerrero, Panamaian hero, in Indepen- 
dence Plaza. 

Receptions were held by the Peruvian 
minister to Panama, by Captain Rotalde 
and by Capt. Guillermo Phondery, com- 
manding officer of the Coronel Bolognesi.

Need for Two Fleets 

Senator David I. Walsh, Chairman of 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee, this 
week on the floor of the Senate declared 
that the United States “can no longer 
adequately defend a two-ocean Nation 
with a one-ocean Navy. 

Senator Walsh stated in part: 

It is the province and function of any well- 
conceived system of self-defense to include 
and consider every possible diplomatic and 
military eventuality which may affect the 
national safety. We can no longer adequately 
defend a two-ocean Nation with a one-ocean 
Navy. In the light of present conditions we 
cannot afford to rely on the indulgence of the 
pretended friendship of any nation on earth. 
A system of national defense which has to 
depend on friendly cooperation by the navies 
and aircraft of any other nation, no matter 
hew well-disposed that nation may be at 
present, is faulty and insufficient adequately 
to serve our needs. The destruction of the 
Panama Canal, for instance, might throw our 
present one-ocean Navy system of national 
defense entirely out of joint. 

Consequentlyy it is self-evident that we 
must build our Navy and air force to meet 
every contingency that can possibly arise out 
of present world conditions. Our Navy and 
air force must be suflicient to combat any 
possible combination of foreign powers, 
which, by any rule of probability, may be 
arrayed against us. 

This will be expensive and, sad to relate, 
an additional burden on our tax-paying citi 
zens at a time when they are already heavily 
loaded with staggering debts. It will com 
plicate the difficulty of solving our most per 
plexing and long-continuing domestic prob 
lems. 
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“If war be forced upon us * * * rapid and vigorous movements in its outset will 
go far toward securing us in its course and issue, and toward throwing its burthens 
on those who render necessary the resort from reason to force.”—THOMAS JEFFERSON.

IN WELCOMING TITE NEW Chief of Staff in the person of General Marshall, 
the people, the Government and the Army will pay tribute to the distinguished soldier 
he will succeed—General Craig. It is not our intention at this time to recite the 
manifold accomplishments of this outstanding officer. The Army knows them from 
the policies he has inaugurated and applied. But it is not fully aware of the way in 
which he has served it, of the many measures to its detriment which he succeeded 
in blocking, and of the supreme confidence felt in his ability and judgment by the 
President, the Secretary of War and the Congress. General Pershing has stated that 
under General Craig the United States possessed the finest General Staff in the 
World. The President repeatedly expressed his opinion of his Chief of Staff by con- 
stant observance of his advice, and he emphasized it by naming as his successor the 
Deputy General Craig had selected, the first time such a promotion has ever oc- 
curred. Secretary Woodring not only looked upon General Craig as his right arm, but 
with deep affection has stated that the relations he enjoyed with him were those of 
u brother, and, frequently, that of a Father and son. The General's straightforward 
answers to questions, the knowledge that he gave the exact truth as he saw it, the 
fact that when he submitted a proposal it was the result of an intensive study on the 
part of the Staff as well as himself, and finally his engaging personality, gained for 
him the respect and affection of Congress. Representative Lane Powers of New 
Jersey, n member of the Tlouse Military Appropriations Subcommittee, expressed 
Congressional sentiment when he said: “Ife is a magnificent Chief of Staff, square, 
honorable and upright.” In his own particular field, the General Staff, there has been 
complete harmony, a desire on the part of the subordinate officers to give their 
utmost in the service of their Chief and on his part a willingness to give full and 
complete credit for all accomplishments to them. We may add that throughout his 
Administration General Craig has played no favorites, His devoted loyalty has been 
to the Army, and to his superiors, the President and the Secretary of War. It has 
been his effort to do his bit in improving the Army, and that he has succeeded is 
shown by the fine morale and high state of discipline which it possesses, and by the 
increased respect and regard for it which the country entertains as a result of the ser- 
vice it is rendering in its greater preparedness, and the help it has given in time 
of flood and other need. 


THE DETERMINATION OF Senator Morris Sheppard that his committee shall 
xo ahead with its consideration of service puay—particularly that of enlisted personnel 
——as initiated in the last Congress, is indicative of the broad understanding of defense 
requirements he has brought with him to the chairmanship of the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee. While the chairmen of the other service committees have been 
chary of taking up the pay question, Senator Sheppard knows that all the equipment 
and materiel Congress can supply can not raise defense efficiency to its highest peak 
so long as a seale of pay founded on a $21 a month base (the lowest in the govern- 
ment service) prevails as a recompense for a service that knows no limit on working 
hours or arduous field conditions. The justice of the movement for increasing pay 
scales is so evident that even those Senators and Representatives who opposed the 
restoration of the reenlistment allowances declared that they would vote for general 
pay increases if a bill were brought forward. The difficulties England has been having 
in attracting recruits to its service, and its determination to 3et up conscription, 
show what can come about when service conditions are not such as to attract and hold 
men. Fortunately American youth continues to enroll in the fighting forces, but 
Congress should not take advantage of their patriotism to penalize them by wages 
below those given the boys in the Civilian Conservation Corps. So murked was the 
difference in pay in that case that the War Department, early in its work of adminis- 
tering the camps, was forced to order the withdrawal of all privates from CCC because 
of the effect on their morale and to replace them with enlisted men of higher pay 
grades. Senator Sheppard, by insisting on holding hearings, is doing the country as 
well as the service personnel a benefit.

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Requirements for Commissions in Regular Army 


ENDING the actual availability of 

funds for the increase in the commis- 
sioned strength of the Regular Army, no 
decision has been reached in the War 
Department as to the exact method to 
be followed or standards to be set in 
the acceptance of candidates for regular 
commissions it was stated this week. 
Under the recent expansion act the com- 
missioned strength of the Regular Army 
is authorized to reach 16,719 by 1949. 
To do this it is estimated that nearly 
4,000 vacancies will be created over the 
ten-year period. 


Under the law, Reserve Officers and 
Officers, Warrant Officers and enlisted 
men of the National Guard will be 


eligible for these vacancies under such 
conditions us the War Department may 
prescribe, 

A forecast of the general educational 
requirements the Department will set up 
for such candidates is contained in the 
detailed instructions issued this week 
covering the examinations for reserve 
officer candidates for commissions in the 
Regular Army. About 400 appointments 
will be made as the result of these exami- 
nations. There will be a preliminary ex- 
amination which must be completed by 
May 15, and a final examination, Part I 
of which is to be completed by June 5 
and Part II by June 7. 

It is Part I of the coming examination 
which has general application and may 
well be the basis for determining the edu- 
cational qualifications for candidates for 
the vacancies to be created in the other 
arms and services. The details of both 
parts of the coming examination are set 
forth by the War Department as follows: 

Candidates will submit applications, ac 
companied by photographs and all required 
papers, to corps area and department com- 


manders through channels in accordance 
with section III, AR 605-5, not later than 
May 1. Corps area and department comman 


ders will proceed with the preliminary and 
final examinations without forwarding ap 
plications to the Chief of the Air Corps as 
provided in paragraph 14d, AR 605-5. They 
will also transmit to the preliminary and 
tinal boards all efficiency reports and perti 
nent records of the candidate. Candidates 
who are not in the active military service 
will submit their applications to the nearest 
Air Corps station. 

All applicants who are not in the active 
military service at the time of making appli 
cation for examination will be required to 
demonstrate their proficiency as pilots of 
service type equipment before the board con 
ducting the preliminary examination. A_ re- 
port showing the flying proficiency of the 
candidate will be submitted by the prelimi 
hary examining board. 


Eligibility 

a. Eligibility to compete in the final exami 
nation will be confined to graduates of the 
Air Corps Training Center who are quali 
fied pilots of service equipment and who 

(1) Fulfill the necessary mental, moral, and 
physical qualifications for appointment as 
second lieutenants in the Regular Army. 

(2) Are physically qualified for flying duty. 

(3) Have not reached the age of twenty 
nine years and ten months on June 1, 1939. 

b. All boards which give consideration to 
the examination of moral character and gen 
eral fitness as prescribed in paragraphs 20 
and 33, AR 605-5, as changed by Section I, 
Circular No. 1, War Department, 1938, will 
arrange all candidates in a recommended 
order of merit within the classifications of 
Superior, excellent, very satisfactory, and 
satisfactory. 


Final Examination 

The final examination will consist of two 
parts—Part I and Part II. Examinations 
Will be written, and the candidate will certify 
on each examination paper that he has re- 
ceived or given no unauthorized assistance 
during the examination. Questions will be 
prepared and marks awarded by the War 
Department. Examination in any subject 
Will be taken simultaneously by all condi- 
dates before any board. Reexaminations will 
hot be permitted. 

a. Part I. art I of the examination is 
designed to determine whether or not those 
candidates who have not been graduated 
from a recognized college or university pos- 
Sess the educational requirements of an offi- 
cer of the Regular Army. To qualify men- 
tally for appointment, all candidates who are 
required to undergo Part I of the examina- 
tion must attain a general average of 75 on 
the entire part and a grade of not less than 
6 per cent in each subject. The subjects of 
Part I are divided into three groups as fol- 
lows: 


(1) (a) Group A, 








1. English rhetoric, composition, and liter- 
ature, 

2. History of modern Europe or history of 
the United States (choice of one). 

3. General mathematics. 

(bh) Group B. 

1. Calculus. 

2. Physics. 


3. Chemistry. 

4. Eleetricity.

(c) Group C. 

1. French, 


Spanish. 
3. Economics. 
4. Political Science. 


(2) Examinations must be taken in six 
different subjects, te be selected in the fol- 
lowing manner. Unless exempted, all of 
Group A must be taken with the choice of 
history indicated in Group A 2, and three 
examinations are to be selected from Groups 
Sand C, provided that one must be selected 
from Group B, one from Group C, and the 
third from either Group B or C. 

b. Part I1.—The requirements and subjects 
of Part Il are shown below. Prior to being 
commissioned in the Air Corps, it must be 
established that the candidate has 

(1) Successfully completed the regular or 
special heavier-than-air flying course at the 
Air Corps Training Center. 

(2) Received an aeronautical rating as pilot 
which was given in conformity with the pro 
visions of AR %-60 and at the time of ex 
amination is a qualified pilot of service type 
equipment. 

(3) Satisfactorily passed an examination in 
the following subjects: 


(a) Airplane engines. Weight 
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a. All exemptions from a subject or sub- 
jects of Part I which are approved by corps 
area commanders will be recognized by the 
final board. The following exemptions are 
authorized: 


(1) From all of Part I.—Such candidates 
for commission in the Air Corps as are 
graduates of a recognized college or univer 
sity who have successfully completed the 
course of fiying training given at the Air 
Corps Training Center and who, at the time 
of examination, are fully qualified as pilots 
of service type equipment. The exemptions 
will be granted only upon submission by the 
candidate of satisfactory evidence to sub 
stantiate the claim, 

(2) From individual subjects of Part I. 
Exemption in a subject will be granted to 
persons who are not college graduates and 
who have attended a recognized college or 
university and who have graduated from 
the Air Corps Training Center, only on satis 
factory evidence from school records sub 
mitted by the candidate, showing qualifica- 
tion under school requirements in the sub

Recommendations of Chief of AC 

The complete examination report will, af- 
ter marks have been awarded, be referred 
to the Chief of the Air Corps, who will 
convene a board to consider the complete 
examination report and any War Depart- 
ment records of the candidate. Based upon 
such consideration the Chief of the Air Corps 
will either approve or disapprove appointment 
in the Air Corps. In case of disapproval, 
reasons fully establishing the propriety 
thereof will be stated by the disapproving 
office.

Lists of Selected and Rejected 

a. Selections having been completed, the 
selection board will prepare lists of selected 
and rejected candidates as follows: 

(1) Selected candidates in order of figure 
of merit based on general fitness rating and 
standing in Part II of the final examination 
as defined in paragraph II. 

(2) Rejected candidates in the various cate- 
gories grouped as to cause for rejection. 

(3) List of candidates who, while otherwise 
qualified, must be rejected because of lack 
of vacancies for appointment, This list will 
show the relative position of each candidate 
in accordance with his figure of merit. 

b. In the case of each rejected candidate, 
the specific reason for rejection will be stated. 

c. Promotion-list standing of appointees 
will be determined by the figure of merit 
based on general fitness ratings and standing 
on Part II of the final examination. 

Appointment; Notification of Rejection 

When the selecting board has completed 
its duties, appointments will be tendered and 
rejected applicants will be notified of rejec- 
tion. Appointees will be given a reasonable 
time to accept appointments. 





Guard Training 
(Continued from First Page) 
plan with the supporting and supported 
ground troops is of vital importance.” 

Training in two-way radio communi- 
cation, aerial observation of artillery 
fire, machine gun firing at aerial targets, 
und photographic missions are phases of 
training which will be stressed. 

Signal communications, also, are being 
emphasized, stressing correct planning 
and use in preparation for field service. 
Maj. Gen. Albert H. Blanding is caution- 
ing the service that communications are 
a command function which commanders 
cannot delegate. Unit commanders are be- 
ing cautioned to make certain that com- 
munication equipment is in good oper- 
ating condition, that personnel is thor- 
oughly trained to install, extend, main- 
tain, and operate the communication sys- 
tem, that he himself and his entire staff 
understand that the service they can ob- 
tain from local battery equipment in- 
stalled on field lines cannot be expected 
to equal that of permanent commercial! 
systems so that the standard of service 
he sets is not too high, that his staff 
habitually informs the signal or com- 
munication officer of their planes so that 
he can make tentative plans for exten- 
sions or changes in his systems, and par- 
ticularly that signal or communications 
officers as given as much advance infor- 
mation as possible on unusual demands. 

Particular emphasis also is being placed 
on increasing the efficiency of the Combat 
Engineer regiments. Because the scope of 
training necessary for these units is large 
and the amount of time available small, 
General Blanding urges that these regi- 
ments be not employed in camp construe- 
tion or other work not of a nature to give 
direct and essential training, except in 
genuine emergencies. He rather would 
have them give as much time as possible 
to field fortifications, bridging, road con- 
struction, anti-tank mine fields, map re- 
production, ete.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP. | 


Foreign Affairs—Study of the speeches of Hitler yesterday and of Mussolini last 
week discloses a unity of purpose to use the threat of force to gain the goals they 
have fixed in their minds. That Hitler made a strong counter argument to the Presi 
dent's note may be admitted, and he was clever in his assurance of non-aggression 
towards the western hemisphere and he intimated that it would be embarrassing and 
impertinent for him to call upon the President for a declaration of.our policy toward 
Latin-America. It was reassuring for him to say that he had never made any demands 
that would interfere with British interests, that he disclaimed any territorial de- 
signs upon France, and that he believed Poland should have an outlet to the sea. 
It was reassuring of Mussolini to refer to the coming Rome exposition as proof of his 
desire for a period of peace, But on the other hand, both dictators reemphasize their 
strength and Hitler terminates the Polish non-aggression pact and in order to give 
his country a free hand upon the sea denounces the naval limitation pact with England. 
By the latter denunciation he has started upon the path dangerous to peace, that of 
a naval race with England which Kaiser Wilhelm’s government inaugurated and 
which was one of the causes of the World War. Hitler indicated no new demands 
for territory. He and Mussolini as well merely reiterated that the inequalities and 
inequities arising from the treaty of Versailles must be corrected, which in other 
words requires the restoration of German African and Pacitic colonies, and Italian 
compensation in the Mediterranean area, That the victors of the World War should 
go so far as to make complete restoration is to be doubted, Concessions to give greater 
access to raw materials—Yes. But surrender—No. 








At leust this inference is drawn from the Hitler-Mussolini speeches; they are 
not now prepared to accept the responsibilities of inaugurating war. There is time for 
further talk. There is time for the execution of military programs of Great Britain, 
France and the United States, and, if those programs develop, a nearer balance of 
force will be uchieved and thus the prospects of peace will grow brighter. 


It is not surprising that the world awaited with keen anxiety the speech 
which Hitler delivered yesterday before the German Reichstag. The stage 
was all set for his dramatic utterance. He had succeeded in getting from most of 
the countries mentioned by President Roosevelt, assurances that they did not fear 
German aggression. He had learned what countries were for him and what against 
him, and he included in the latter group all those which sat on the fence. He had his 
Army in hand as proven by the military demonstration on his birthday anniversary. 
The strong unit of his Navy sent to Spanish waters and the Mediterranean was in 
touch with the Italian Fleet. Both diplomatically and militarily, he was strategically 
placed to announce the failure of the Anglo-British policy of encirclement, and to em- 
phasize that German might was concentrated and ready for use. Helpful to his diplo- 
matic policy was the action of the British and French in returning their Ambassadors 
to Berlin; and he shrewdly took advantage of the opportunity to receive personally the 
Foreign Minister of Yugo-Slavia, while delegating to a subordinate of the German 
Foreign Affairs Ministry the reception of the British diplomat. This was regarded 
as a slight calculated to cause the smaller states of the Old World to realize that 
Great Britain was not a power to which he felt it necessary to give consideration. 
While Hitler was so treating the British representative, Prime Minister Chamberlain 
was announcing in Parliament a record peace time budget, and calling to the colors 
for a six months’ training period youths between 20 and 21 years of age, some 300,000 
in number. For Great Britain, with its hostility to conscription so to act, is rightly 
interpreted as less of a gesture than a grim notice that she is prepared to use all her 
manpower in defense of her interests. Simultaneously, there was completed the 
redistribution of the British and French Fleets made necessary by the arrival of the 
German naval unit in Spanish and Mediterranean waters. Designed to aid the British 
and French in impressing upon Hitler that he should not go to extreme limits in his 
Vriday address, Secretary Hull reiterated the warning that if the hopes of the 
United States for peace should not be realized, this Government is prepared to defend 
successfully its interests and institutions. In addition, the Fleet passed through the 
Panama Canal and is back in its strategic area, the Pacific, and Secretary Woodring 
announced an Army purge such as Hitler conducted in the German Army. However, 
the provisions of the law that will stand are restrictive, and if the Administration has 
its way they will be supplemented by authority to the President to impose trade 
sactions upon Japan. 


There is no doubt that Hitler realizes that German aggrandizement rests upon 
the air supremacy which his Government and that of Italy have over Great Britain 
and France. Information in Washington, which he, too, must have, is that British 
plane production has not reached the perfection of the German, and necessarily the 
Fuehrer does not want to permit time for that production, supplemented by French 
and American assistance, to reach an equality with that of the Axis Powers. In pre- 
paring his speech, Hitler knew further that anxious as the President is to move in 
order to stop acts that might lead to war, he is handicapped by the unwillingness of 
Congress to support any measures that might engage the United States in an European 
struggle. That unwillingness was shown this week by Congressional failure to enact 
a substitute neutrality law. Indeed, the cash and carry provision of the existing law 
is being allowed to expire on May 1. Such expiration, while helpful to some extent 
to the Anglo-French Governments, will not materially alter the situation. 


The first reaction to Hitler’s speech in Washington indicates that the Administra- 
tion does not regard the door as closed to further discussion. The President has 
strongly in mind an international conference at which the territorial and political 
differences between the various Puropean countries can be ironed out. Mussolini 
derided the suggestion of a large conference, and admittedly there is justification for 
this point of view. But there is the possibility of a conference of only the Great 
Powers, and this is understood to be the ultimate aim of the White House. In his 
identic note to the Dictators, the President spoke of the need of a disarmament 
agreement. In the State of the world today, the prospect of anything of that kind 
is regarded as out of the question. The Axis Powers certainly will make no reductions 
until their demands shall be satisfied, and Japan cannot possibly do so since she must 
strain her resources in order to promote her war in China. However, if the Powers 
can be gotten around a table, that very fact would ease the situation, although it is 
not at all unlikely that Germany and Italy will use the threat to withdraw if necessary 
to obtain concessions in the way of colonies and access to raw materials. 





Appointment of Chief of Staff—1n connection with the appointment of General 
Marshall as Chief of Staff, the fact must not be lost sight of that the President 
arrogates to himself the selection of the officer for this post. This has been true 
always, although there have been Presidents who have accepted the recommenda- 
tions of their Secretaries of War. In the case of Mr. Roosevelt, he long ago made 
clear that he alone would pick the officer that appealed to him personally, and in 
so indicating he did not mean any reflection upon Secretary Woodring. As a matter 
of fact, the Secretary’s advice on Army matters invariably is accepted by the Presi- 
dent, which proves anew that that official is to remain in the Cabinet despite per- 
sistent reports to the contrary. It is known that the President did call upon the 
Secretary for the records of a selected group of officers which contained among 
others the name of Major General Drum, the senior Major General, and Command- 
ing Officer of the Second Corps Area. All these records received careful study, and 
Lecause of the outstanding character of the officers on the list, it naturally was a 
problem for the President to make a choice. The President knew of General Persh- 
ing’s great admiration for General Marshall. As Deputy Chief of Staff, the latter 
was in frequent contact with the President during the past winter, especially in 
connection with the purchases of American planes by the French, and the airplane 
expansion bill. General Pershing’s opinion and the personal equation entered into 
the President's consideration, and General Marshall's appointment followed. 


It is emphasized at the White House and at the War Department that the 
passing over of eligible Major Generals in favor of General Marshall is by no means 
a reflection upon any of them. Indeed, such a suggestion is sharply resented. Gen- 
eral D.oum. it is agreed, would have made an ideal Chief of Staff. Possessing an 
unimpeachable war record, with distinguished service in the Philippines and France ; 
an Assistant to the Chief of Staff and Deputy Chief of Staff, Commanding Officer of 
the Hawaiian Department and the 6th and 2nd Corps Areas, and graduate of the 
Army School of the Line and of the Army Staff College, he has the experience and 
demonstrated ability to fill the highest office in the Army. Major General De Witt 
also would have been eminently fitted for the post. His record is dotted with achieve- 
ments in the Philippines and France, and among other things his competency as a 
supply officer of the A. EK. F. caused his selection for Quartermaster General. Gradu- 
ate of the Army School of the Line and of the Army War College and now President 
of the latter, his soldierly qualifications and his administrative capacity have earned 
for him the sincere respect of all who served with or under him. His honesty brought 
him into sharp conflict with politicians, and while he was disregarded for considera- 
tion as Chief of Staff, there is no question that in such as in all other instances be 
deserves the accolade for national service. There are a score of other officers w 
General Marshall has jumped, all of whom have impeccable records but man; 
whom lack four years of active service remaining to them. Thus while the field wa 
narrowed down because of age limitations, it was still a difficult choice for the 
President to make, and in naming General Marshall he did so not only because of 
au record that satisfied the President as to his soldierly ability and administrative 
qualifications, but because of contacts which convinced him that the mind of the 
new Chief of Staff would go along with his. The importance of such a relationship 
in view of the dangerous international situation, the Army will be the first to 
recognize. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—The Navy Department this week announced its con- 
tract policy on the $65,000,000 Navy Base bill signed earlier in the week by the 
President, and for which appropriations are now pending in Congress. 


The legislation, it was stated, will authorize construction work and dredging 
which can be begun this summer and completed within about three years. Work 
will be done at Kanoehe and Pearl Harbor in the Hawaiian Islands; Sitka and 
Kodiak, Alaska; Midway, Wake, Johnson and Palmyra Islands; San Juan, Puerto 
Rico; Pensacola and Jacksonville, Fla.; and Tongue Point, Astoria, Wash. 


For those places outside the continental limits of the United States, including 
Alaska, the legislation will authorize a contract or contracts to be made by negotia- 
tion with reputable and qualified contracting individuals, firms, or corporations, 
instead of by the solicitation of proposals by public advertisement. Whether such 
authority will be invoked in each case where it is so authorized will depend upon 
the result of negotiations with prospective bidders. In all cases where it is not 
invoked the usual advertisements will be issued when the necessary plans and 
specifications are ready for issue. 

The work will include dredging, water-front improvements, buildings, water 
supply, sewage disposal, fencing, landing fields, power plants, fuel storage, distribut- 
ing systems and services, recreational facilities, ete. The Bureau of Yards and 
Docks will have charge of the work. 


Quartermaster Corps—The SS Hunter Liggett. new Army transport, sailed from 
New York for Panama and San Francisco April 14, with a full passenger list and with 
5,000 tons of cargo stowed in her holds—an amount three times that which could 
have been carried by the old Hog Island ship which she replaces, the Chateau Thierry. 
First and second class passenger lists were virtually full and a capacity troop list of 
725 men was carried. Among the first cabin passengers were Col. France Lecocg, LGD, 
bound for San Francisco for duty in the Inspector General’s Department, Ninth 
Corps Area, and Col. W. R. Henry, IGD, to duty in Panama. The Hunter Liggett ar 
rived in Panama April 19, discharged part of her passengers and cargo, and left for 
San Francisco April 21, She is due to arrive in that port today. 

On her southbound trip, the transport made a speed of 17 knots, although her 
scheduled economical cruising speed had previously been considered to be 1614 knots. 
ler master, L. C. Fordyce, reported that she handled well, and with her increased 
cargo capacity and speed will represent a lower cost per ton cargo mile and ton pas 
senger mile than the vessel she replaced. Cost of converting the former Munson 
liner, which was transferred by the Maritime Commission to the War Department, 
was about $200,000, A second vessel, which will be named the Leonard Wood will be 
remodeled and put into service this summer.

Infantry—The Infantry School's largest demonstration regiment, the 29th Infantry, 
which has had but two of its three battalions at Fort Benning, will become a com- 
plete three battalion war strength organization on May 1, 1939. Its authorized 
strength will be 79 officers and 2091 enlisted men. Under War Department orders, 
reorganization to effect the changes is now being made by Col. Charles H. White, 
regimental commander. 

Under new tables of organization issued by the War Department early this 
year, the units making up a war strength infantry regiment have been reduced in 
size. These new tables also eliminate the regimental machine gun company and 
the mortar company, the weapons of these two regimental companies now being 
assigned to companies within each battalion. Because of these changes, which with 
few exceptions are effective for the infantry throughout the Army, the 29th Infantry, 
although it gains a battalion at Fort Benning, will find its manpower strength here 
only slightly increased. With only two battalions present, under the old tables, its 
strength generally was maintained at slightly under 2,000 men. 

The 3rd Battalion of the 29th Infantry, which has been the infantry demon 
stration unit at the Field Artillery School at Fort Sill, Okla., will transfer its records 
and guidons to Fort Benning, effective May Ist. Its personnel, effective that date, 
will be transferred to the Ist Battalion of the 38th Infantry, which is activated 
at Fort Sill. 

With the change in organization, the 29th Infantry also becomes a completely 
motorized regiment, losing the 50 horses and 107 mules which heretofore have been 
assigned to it. 


Chief Petty Officers 
which cancels No, 39-37, commanding officers were reminded that only suitable types, 
capable of leadership should be recommended for chief petty officers. It is the prac 
tice in many ships, the bureau said, to recommend to take the examinations for 
chief petty officer all petty officers, first class, who meet the service requirements 
and who are not disqualified for disciplinary reasons. 


Health Cenditions in Hawaii —A recent study of the hospital admission rates of 
the U.S. Army garrison in Hawaii, made by Col. Condon C. MeCornack, Department 
Surgeon, at the direction of Maj. Gen. Charles ID. Herron, testifies conclusively that 
Hawaii is a healthier place to live. Embracing the period of the last ten years, the 
study showed that the hospital admission rate of the Oahu garrison, excluding acci- 
dential injuries, has been consistently well under the similar rate for the U. S. Army 
asa whole. With very few exceptions, the comparison each year shows a remarkably 
consistent health balance in favor of Hawaii of between 259 and 300%, and while 
the Army is justly proud of the varied and far reaching program of athletics and 
recreation for which the Ilawaiian Department is noted, and of the unceasing atten- 
tion it devotes to the health and sanitation of the Oahu garrison, it would be the 
last to deny that the famous Hawaii sunshine must surely have contributed in great 
measure to the splendid showing of the Hawaiian Department. 

It was pointed out that approximately 259% of both the commissioned and enlisted 
personnel voluntarily remain for a third year of duty. In this connection, other 
Statistics show that most of the relatively few people who are invalided home are 
those with less than two years’ service, i. ¢. those who choose to remain beyond the 
expiration of their normal two year tour furnish an extremely small portion of 
the total, 


Navy Board Room Moves— The careers of officers of the Navy will now be weighed 
by selection boards meeting in the new penthouse, atop the third wing of the Navy 
Department building. A triple room, No. 4302-4-6, has been allotted as the Navy 
Board Room. The old Board Koom on the second floor of the ninth wing has been 
redecorated and three partial partitions have been installed. When finishing touches 
are made, the room will be turned over to the Bureau of Aeronautics. 

The reassigument of the room is a part of the changes ordered when the two 
new penthouses on the Navy building were completed early this year, 


Army Offices Meve— The Finance Department, first of the three offices of the War 


Department slated to move into Corcoran Courts, 23rd and E Streets, Northwest, 
Was safely installed this week on the sixth, seventh and eighth and part of the 
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ffth floors of the former apartment house, Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Boschen, Chief 
of Finance, is now located on the sixth floor of Corcoran Courts, and seme 300 
ether military and civil employees of the department are seattered over the other 
floors. 

Scheduled to move April 28 from Munitions building are the 34 persons attached 
to the Chemical Warfare Service. The Surgeon General of the Army will follow 
soon afterwards. 

Maj. Gen. Walter Baker, Chief of Chemical Warfare Service, and the other 
officers and civil employees of that branch will locate their offices on the fourth 
and fifth floors of Corcoran Courts. 


Naval Ordnance—In order to enable Carnegie-Ilinois Steel Corporation to speed 
up deliveries under contracts with the Navy Department for light-weight, heat-treated 
plates, the department will lease to the corporation a small part of the Naval Ordnance 
Plant at South Charleston, W. Va., consisting of a few heating furnaces installed 
in one of the buildings. The plates will be rolled at the company’s Homestead Works, 
shipped to South Charleston for heat treatment and then returned to Homestead 
Works for finishing. 


Army Dental Corps—<An examination for the selection of candidates for appoint- 
ment in the Dental Corps, Regular Army, will be held during the period August 
7-12, 1989, both dates inclusive. The examination, which will include both physical 
and professional examinations, the latter consisting of written, oral and clinical 
tests, is open to male citizens of the United States between the ages of 22-6 /12 and 
31-9/12 years at the time of the examination, who are graduates of acceptable dental 
schools and who have had at least 1-11/12 years subsequent practice in their pro- 
fession. Candidates who have failed more than one previous examination for 
appointment in the Dental Corps, Regular Army, will not be permitted to undergo 
examination again, Full information and application blanks will be furnished upon 
request to The Adjutant General, War Department, Washington, D. C. Applications 
will not be considered after July 22, 1939, 


Tin as Strategic Raw Material—Pointing out that the United States normally con- 
sumes more than 60,000 tons of virgin tin, of which none is produced in the United 
States, the House Military Affairs Committee has reported favorably on a_ bill 
which would place an embargo on the exportation of tin serap. The committee 
declared that a considerable industry has been built up in this country for the 
detinning of serap metal, and that 15,000 tons of tin a year are recovered in this 
manner, This recovery of tin would act as a reserve supply in case the nation 
were at war, the committee stated. However, it was pointed out that “At the 
present time foreign interests are draining this nation of valuable sources of tin 
in junk tin and the recovery industry is threatened with destruction because of 
the dearth of material.” The bill would place an embargo on the exportation of 
all scrap, drosses and residues, the tin content of which is in excess of 10 per 
cent, providing the copper content does not exceed the tin content, unless a permit 
is secured from the Secretary of War. 

Tin is listed as one of the strategic raw materials. The United States uses 
more than thirty billion tin cans each year and as yet no completely satisfactory 
substitute is produced for use in place of tin plate for food containers. The United 
States produces none at all, yet, of the 131,000 long tons produced elsewhere in the 
world annually, nearly half is consumed in this country. About 55 per cent of 
the world’s tin is produced in the Malay States, 25 per cent in Bolivia, and small 
quantities in Nigeria, Siam, and China. In addition to its use in canning foods 
it is also a component of bearing metals, solder, and certain chemicals, 


Wally’s “Hoosegow Herman”— Always good for a laugh, A. A, Wallgren’s cartoon 
characterization “Hoosegow Herman” alrendy has entered into service jargon as 
the designation of the “dumb rooky” type. Poor Tloosegow really wants to be a 
good soldier, but with a recruit’s ignorance of service customs and practice and his 
hot temper—-particularly where the Corporal (the “Saluting Demon” of Wally’s earlier 
cartoons) is concerned—he is usually found in the guard house or doing K. P. The 
comic strip, under the tithe “Ioosegow Herman,” now runs daily and Sunday in a 
large number of newspapers throughout the country. Wallgren, better known in 
the Services as “Wally,” was cartoonist on the AEKF’s “Stars and Stripes” where 
his characters amused 2,000,000 Americans in the Expeditionary Force. Mr, Wall- 
gren was a cartoonist in Philadelphia before he enlisted in the Marine Corps and 
went to France with the Fifth Marines. He received a Meritorious Service Citation 
from General Pershing which was later changed to a Purple Heart Decoration.

The International Hydrographic Bureau is 
an association, representing the principal nations of the world, to standardize and 
coordinate all matters of a hydrographic nature. The three directors are elected 
by ballot, each nation voting according to the amount of its merchant tonnage. Head- 
quarters are at Monaco, Since the bureau was first organized, Rear Adms, A. P. 
Niblick, A, F. Long and W. 8S. Crosley have been directors at various times. 

Capt. Leahy, who entered the Naval Academy in 1899, participated in the 
occupation of Vera Cruz in 1914. He has been naval port officer at Rochefort, 
France, and Hamburg, Germany; head of the enlisted personne! division, Navy 
Department ; graduate of the Naval War College; hydrographer, Navy Department, 
and delegate to the Fourth International Hydrographic Conference, Monaco, in 1937. 


Signal Corps—The procurement program for the Signal Corps went ahead with 
$80,126.52 in additional contracts being announced this week by Assistant Secretary 
Johnson. The largest contract was one of $38,658.50 for radio receivers and trans- 
mitters and the next largest was $26,238 for handsets, microphones and cords. Two 


smaller contracts covered antennas, $6,403.20; and mast bases, $8,826.82. 


Chemical Warfare Service—- Maj. Gen. Robert M. Danford, chief of Field Artillery, 
presented diplomas yesterday to a class of 25 officers of the Chemical Warfare 
Service completing the 22nd Line and Staff Officers’ Course at Edgewood Arsenal, 
Md. The class which began Feb. 5 was composed of 14 captains, 10 first lieutenants 
and one second lieutenant. 

Maj. Gen. W. C. Baker, chief of Chemical Warfare Service, accompanied General 
Ibanford to Edgewood to witness the graduation exercises. 


Army Medical Department-—A total of $219,693.52 worth of additional contracts 
for the Medical Department was announced this week by Assistant Secretary of 
War Johnson. Largest single group was those for drugs, chemical, and laboratory 
stains, which totaled $67,981.80. Second largest was $57,695.66 for hospital equip- 
ment and supplies. Other items included: surgical dressings, surgical equipment 
and supplies, laboratory equipment and supplies, dental equipment and supplies, 
X-ray equipment and supplies, field equipment and supplies, and veterinary equip- 
ment and supplies. 


Corps of Engineers—The Corps of Engineers has resumed the policy of assigning 
a few young officers each year for duty as student-observers with selected railroads, 
and has named Ist Lt. John DD. Matheson its first detail. Lieutenant Matheson 
will spend about a year with the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Rail- 
road, reporting for instruction to the executive vice president, Col, Carl R. Gray, 
jr., Engr.-Res., whose wartime duty is manager of the Military Railway Service. 

Purpose of the assignment is to develop in certain officers of the Corps of 
Engineers a familiarity with the principles of railroad operation and railroad 
problems. Three such officers, all second lieutenants, were detailed in 1921. These 
officers actually worked at various tasks, but after return to Army duty did not 
remain long in the service. Somewhat older officers are now being selected and 
they will spend most of their time on the sidelines gaining a general picture of 
railroad operations, so that in emergency, as staff officers, they may serve as an 
effective liaison between the Army and the railroad men who will operate railways 
in the theatre of operations. 

Col. Stuart C. Godfrey, executive to the Chief of Engineers, has been appointed 
chairman of a delegation which will attend the International Navigation Congress 
in Belgium next month, He will also attend the opening of the Albert Canal as 
a representative of the State Department. Sailing on the Manhattan from New 
York, May 3, Colonel Godfrey will land at Plymouth, and will go to Belgium by 
way of Paris. He will return on the SS Washington, sailing from Hamburg, May 
81. During Colonel Godfrey’s absence, Col. Layson E. Atkins, of the Office Chief 
of Engineers, will serve as executive The 100-mile Albert Canal, built at a cost 
of £15,000,000, connects the Port of Antwerp with the Meuse, near Liege.

Air Corps—In addition to awards already made public, Assistant Secretary of 
War Johnson this week announced $927,593.66 contracts for the Air Corps. The 
largest single contract was one of $162,263.66 for spare parts and exhaust manifold 
assemblies. Next largest was $129,950 for drift meter assemblies. Other contracts 
were for electric power plants and automatic control systems; hubs, propellers, 
boosters, switches and blades; wheel and hydraulic brake assemblies; pneumatic 
rafts ; tractors and tractor mowers; fire extinguishers ; oxygen regulator assemblies ; 
vacuum pump assemblies; and oxygen cylinders. 


Army Finance Department-—-As a result of the Army expansion program it will 
probably be necessary to give two courses of training each year to enlisted men 
at the Army Finance School, Camp Holabird, Md., instead of the one course which 
has been in vogue for past years. The present course—the first to be given at 
Camp Holabird—began in November and ended last Saturday. The next course 





will start, not in November, if plans materialize, but Aug. 14, and will end Dec. 22. 
The second class will then begin Jan. 22, 1940, and end May 31, 1940. Capacity of | 
the new school is 65 men, so the two classes will enable the added enlisted per- 
sonnel transferred to the Finance Department because of the expansion bill to | 
receive training in payroll work and accounting by the end of the next fiscal year. 
The last school did not operate at capacity, 37 men having been graduated last 
Saturday. 

Three officers, newly detailed to the Finance Department, are finishing 15-week 
courses at the Finance School and will shortly be assigned to various posts. 1st |

Coordinating Aeronautical Researeh—Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, Air-Res.. has com- 
pleted his preliminary work in Washington incident to his survey of aeronautical 
research facilities of the nation available to the Army Air Corps and left Wash- 
ington April 22 in an Army P-36 Pursuit plane. 

There are in the United States at the present time some 25 to 30 separate 
organizations and activities engaged in aeronautical research. Of this number, 
but one, the Army experimental station at Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, is directly 
under the control of the Aimy Air Corps. Due to the close cooperation and coordina 
tion existing among these activities any discoveries or any improvements made 
along aeronautical lines become immediately available to Army engineers. Colonel 
Lindbergh wll probably visit all these activities whose facilities are available to 
the Army Air Corps. These consist not only of the Army Air Corps experimental 
station at Wright Field, the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, the 
National Bureau of Standards of the Department of Commerce and other purely 
governmental experimental and research establishments, but also the plants of the 
various aeronautical experimental departments of those manufacturers in the United 
States which maintain such research establishments. Several colleges in the United 
States also carry on aeronautical research along specialized lines and will be included 
in Colonel Lindbergh’s survey. 

Ilis first stop was at Wright Field, Ohio, where he was the guest of Brig. 
Gen. George Hl. Brett, AC, USA. 


Army Ordnance—The House Committee on Military Affairs, in reporting favorably 
on the bill authorizing the Secretary of War to “trade in” obsolete, unsuitable and 
unserviceable machines and tools on newer equipment, declared that the equipment 
now in use in Government arsenals is not efficient enough for the mass production 
processes required in meeting war schedules. The recently approved Army Appro- 
priation Bill for 1940 contains $6,000,000, the first increment of a $16,000,000 two- 
year program for retooling Government arsenals. 

The Committee’s report stated, “In the six ordnuance-manufacturing arsenals 
there are at present approximately $36,000,000 worth of machines and tools, Through 
the limited modernization permitted by recent appropriations, particularly under 
the current program, some of these tools are fully up to date. More than 70 per cent 
of them, however, now in these arsenals are an inheritance of the World War. 
This group is not at the present time eflicient for the mass-production processes 
required in meeting war schedules. These tools are, however, entirely satisfactory 
for use when modern manufacturing technique and rapid production are not essen- 
tial, Numerous job machine shops throughout the country constitute a good market 
for this class of equipment. 

“The authority proposed by this bill would permit the Secretary of War to 
exchange this class of machinery and tools for modern efficient equipment which 
would not permit arsenal mass production through up-to-date methods but, in 
addition, would reduce the cost of production in some instances as much as 50 
per cent. Under legislation now existing, the only disposal permitted of obsolete, 
unsuitable, unserviceable machines and tools is to sell the same as scrap for scrap 
prices. The enactment of this legislation will therefore permit the Government to 
receive a fairer valuation through exchange for new matériel.” 

Assistant Secretary Johnson this week announced the award of additional 
contracts totalling $131,847.73 under the Special Machinery and the Inspection Gage 
programs. Largest contract made under the Special Machinery Program was one 
of $23,498 for broaching machine. Other contracts under that program covered 
bullet assembly presses (rebuilding), draw presses for bullet jacket, automatic mill- 
ing machines, thread milliig machines, multi-spindle drilling and reaming machine, 
drilling, reaming and counter-sinking machine. Largest contract under the Luspection 
Gage Program was one of $4,075.36 for gages for fuze setter. Other gages covered by 
contracts were for howitzer carriage, telescopes, observation instrument, and range 
quadrant, 


Army Dental Corps——Examination for selection of candidates for appointment 
in the Army Dental Corps will be held Aug. 7 to Aug. 12. It will include both 
physical and professional tests, the latter consisting of written, oral and clinical 
examinations, 

Male citizens of the United States between the ages of 22 yveurs 6 months and 
31 years ) months at the time of the examination who are graduates of acceptable 
dental schools and who have had at least one year and 11 months’ practice are 
eligible, provided they have not failed more than one previous examination. Informa 
tion and application blanks will be furnished by the Adjutant General, and applica 
tions must be filed by July 22. 


British Battleship Speeds Speeds of 30 knots were forecast this week by the 
British Admiralty for the two new battleships, the Prince of Wales and her sister 
ship the King George V—-speeds 7 knots in excess of that of the older 35,000-ton 
battleships Rodney and Nelson. 

The King George V was launched Feb, 21 by King George VI. while the Prince 
of Wales will be launched May 3 by the Princess Royal. Three more ships of the 
class are under construction. Armament of the vessel launched will be ten 14-inch 
guns. 

Though the U. S. Navy Department will give no figures on speeds of the six 
35,000-ton ships under contract or the two 45,000-ton ships proposed, it is believed that 
their speeds will also be at least 30 knots. 

Of the six 35,000-tonners, the North Carolina, Washington, Indiana, Massachus 
setts, Alabama and South Dakota, Jane's Fighting Ships says: “Machinery: geared 
turbines. Designed speed: 28 knots (30 knots expected). Watertube boilers of a 
new pattern. Oil fuel.” The 45,000-ton ships are expected to have at least the same 
speed, 

The vessels now under contract will have, it is believed, nine 16-inch guns, while 
the 45,000-tonners will probably have 12 guns of that size.

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A Coast Guard sponsored bill which 
would create a voluntary Reserve for that 
agency has been reported out without 
amendment by the Hlouse Merchant Ma- 
rine and Fisheries Committee. 

The bill, introduced by Committee 
Chairman Bland, provides for enrollment 
on a voluntary basis, “without pay, of 
cit'zens of the United States and its pos- 
sessions who are whole or part owners of 
motorboats or yachts. The Coast Guard 
would be authorized to use, in the con- 
duct of saving of life and property and in 
the patrol of marine parades and regattas, 
any vessel placed at its disposal by any 
member of the reserve, Such vessels would 
be in command of an officer, warrant offi- 
cer or petty officer. Payment would be 
made for expenses of operating the craft, 
but not for payment of any personal ser- 
vices other than to regular Coast Guard 
personnel, 

A snituble flag for boats owned by mem- 
hers of the reserve, and an insignia for 
members would be designed and furnished 
at cort. 

An important reason for establishment 
of the reserve would be to inculeate a 
wider knowledge of and better compliance 
with the laws and regulations covering 
operation of small craft. Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Gibbons, told the 
louse of Representatives that in 1938 
the Coast Guard saved 8,643 persons in 
peril—the highest figure in its history— 
and rendered assistance in about 14,000 
cuses, many of them largely incident to 
the operation of motorboats. 

There would be no rank or no pay for 
the reserve, and no provision for absorp- 
tion of any members into the Coast Guard. 
Mr. Gibbins estimated annual cost of ad- 
ministering the reserve, and for other ex- 
penses at $50,000, based on a membership 
of 2,500,

Capt. Wheeler to Retire 

Climaxing 43 years of service with the 
Coast Guard, Capt. William J. Wheeler, 
commander of the Mobile division, will 
retire June 1. 

Captain Wheeler’s service was as color- 
ful as that of any officer in the Coast 
Guard. He entered the Coast Guard 
Academy as a cadet in 1896 and on Jan. 
6, 1900, as a lieutenant, left New York for 
the Pacific Coast aboard the cutter 
Manning. After a stormy voyage of 06 
days, the vessel passed the Straits of 
Magellen, made the Pacific Coast and 
reached San Francisco in time to accom- 
pany the gold rush to Nome, Alaska. 

Back on the East Coast a short time 
later, Captain Wheeler as an officer of the 
cutter Windom, assisted in fighting the 
great Baltimore fire. From 1905 to 1908 
he taught navigation at the academy, and 
from 1909 to 1912 he was executive offi- 
cer of the Arctic cutter Bear and at the 
sume time U. 8S. Marshal in Alaska. 

During the World War, the captain was 
commanding officer of the Seneca, and in 
15 months of convey duty, escorted about 
400 merchant vessels between Gibraltar 
and England. For war service, Captain 
Wheeler was decorated with the Navy 
War Cross and cited for bravery by the 
British admiralty. 

Between 1921 and 1924, as commander 
of the Tampa, Captain Wheeler served 
two seasons with the International Ice 
Patrol. From 1924 to 1932 he was on duty 
at headquarters, first as assistant inspec- 
tor, then as chief inspector. 

On June 12, 1934, he assumed duty as 
commander of the New Orleans Division 
with headquarters at Mobile. By special 
order of the Treasury Department he has 
also been co-ordinator of all Treasury 
department activities in the division. 
These include the customs, border patrol, 
secret service, narcotics bureau and aleco- 
hol tax unit. 

Captain Wheeler was born in Wythe 
County, Virginia. He will be succeeded at. 
Mobile by Comdr. R. L. Jack, commander 
of the Southern California district. How- 
ever, he will continue to live for the pres- 
ent at Mobile with his family—Mrs. 
Wheeler and a daughter and son, Colin 
Livingstone and Anna May Wheeler. Mrs. 
Wheeler, nee Clarice M. Livingstone, is 
the daughter of Col. Colin Livingstone, 
first president of the Boy Scouts of 
America, 


specialists’ ratings after their first four 
years of service and an additional in- 
crease of 5 per cent for each succeeding 
four-year term of service, until a total in- 
crease of 25 per cent is reached. 

Upon retirement, the bill provides that 
the pay of specialists’ ratings received by 
enlisted personnel be computed in deter- 
mining the retired pay to be received. 

The measure also provides that enlisted 
men of the sixth grade in the National 
Guard receive $1.20 for each armory drill 
period and for each day of participation 
in exercises as provided in the National 
Defense Act. ‘ 

The measure would, if passed, be effee- 
tive July 1, 1939 and would not be retro- 
active. 

Senator Sheppard, upon introducing 
this particular measure, said that he was 
doing so in order that pay legislation for 
the enlisted personnel of the Army may 
be on the calendar of business of the 
Congress. He said that the introduction 
of the bill does not mean that he will 
attempt to have this particular bill 
passed. 





Despite the lengthy study and volumi- | 


nous report of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Committee, with recommendations 
for pay increases for officer and enlisted 
personnel in several priorities, the pay 
situation is almost exactly the same as 


it was in May, 1938, when the Senate | 


Military Affairs Committee held hearings 
on a bill similar to the one outlined 
above with the exception that it applied 
to the enlisted personnel of all services.

test should also apply to the National 
Guard, as Mr. Woodring stated that he 
proposed to address letters to the gov- 
ernors of all the states requesting simi- 
lar examinations of Guard officers. 

“The net result of these personnel 
measures would effect an immediate 
vitalization of the Initial Protective 
Force of the nation. In connection with 
congressional action now being taken 
with respect to armament and equip- 
ment, the measures will aid materially in 
answering the concern of the people as 
to the readiness and adequacy of its 
military forces.” 

The following day Secretary Woodring 
sent the proposed amendments to the 
promotion law to Congress accompanied 
by an explanatory letter in which he 
stated that the bill looks toward the pos- 
sibility of promotion list officers having 
“normal careers” which he defined as 
reaching the grade of major after 17 
years’ service, the grade of lieutenant 
colonel after 24 years’ service, and the 
grade of colonel after 28 years’ service. 
Non-promotion list branches, which are 
unaffected by the preposed law, now 
reach the grade of colonel after 26 years’ 
service. 

The ages at which retirements would 
take place under the law are rather in- 
definite, for they depend on the amount 
of additional attrition needed at the end 
of each fiscal year to bring the percent- 
age up to the 4.35 set in the bill. Secre- 
tary Woodring said in his letter that “the 
required percentage will be obtained to 
the extent necessary by the retirement in 
order of age of officers from 63 to 45 
years of age.” He then goes on to state 
that no colonels less than 60, no lieuten- 
ant colonels less than 58, no majors less 
than 55, and no officer below the grade of 
colonel less than 50 would be retired, “ex- 
cept that in any year in which the re- 
quired attrition of 4.35 per cent would 
not be obtained by the retirement of offi- 
cers within these age limits” the upper 
age limits would be reduced one year at 
a time until sufficient officers are forced 
out to attain the ideal attrition rate. 

The full text of Secretary Woodring’s 
letter to Congress follows: 

There is enclosed the draft of a bill “To 
promote the efficiency of the national defense” 
which the war department presents for the 
consideration of Congress, with a view to its 
enactment into law. 

The proposed legislation will amend the 
Act of July 31, 1985 (49 Stat. 505) by provid- 
ing a fixed rate of annual attrition for pro- 
motion list officers, so as to eliminate officers 
who are over-age in grade and provide a uni- 
form and regular flow of promotion, such 
that an officer who enters the service as a 
second lieutenant at the age of 24, will, bar- 
ring separation in the interim, reach the grade 
of colonel after 28 years of commissioned 
service at average age 52, with proper years 
of service in each grade. 

The proposed bill provides that in the event 
that the annual attrition of promotion list 
officers in any fiscal year does not reach 4.35 
per cent, the required percentage will be ob- 
tained to the extent necessary by the retire 
ment in order of age of officers from 68 to 45 
years of age, but no colonels less than wo 
years of age, no lieutenant colonels less than 
5S years of age, no major less than 55, and no 
officer below the grade of major less than 59, 
would be retired under its provisions, except 
that in any year in which the required at- 
trition of 4.35 per cent would not be ob 
tained by the retirement of officers within 
these age limitations, the limit for each grade 
would be reduced successively one year at a 
time beginning with the grade of colonel, 
until the required percentage of 4.35 was ob- 
tained. Brigadier generals 62 years of age 
would also be retired in any year in which the 
retirement of promotion list officers 62 years 
of age was required, Officers of the Air Corps 
holding temporary increased rank would be 
censidered in the increased grade for the 
purposes of this measure. Officers below the 
grade of colonel with World War Service 
would be advanced one grade upon the retired 
list, and all officers retired under the pro 
visions of this legislation would be granted 
retired pay at three-fourths the rate of their 
present active pay. 

Coupled with the age in grade legislation 
is a further amendment to freeze the number 
of officers in the field grades at present figures 
until the commissioned strength reaches the 
point when the total number of field officers 
(4.400) is 34 per cent of the total commissioned 
strength; at that time the percentages in 
grade will be adjusted to 5 per cent colonels, 
% per cent lieutenant colonels, and 20 per cent

majors, these percentages being the ideal 
ones to attain the objective sought as set 
forth in the second paragraph of this letter. 

This legislation is urgently needed at this 
time because increasing stagnation in promo- 
tion is creating a large body of officers over- 
age in their grades, unsuitable for active com- 
mand in the field in war, and there by ser- 
iously reducing the effectiveness of the Army 
for War. This is caused by the presence in 
the field grade and upper half of the list of 
captains of the large body of officers of ap- 
proximately the same age and length of ser- 
vice which came into the Army after the 
World War. 

Furthermore, while the 40 per cent ratio ot 
field officers, based upon the strength of the 
promotion list in 1935 at the time that per 
centage was prescribed, did not in itself pro. 
duce an undue excess of field grades, par 
ticularly when initial mobilization require 
ments were considered, the subsequent in- 
creases in the commissioned strength of the 
Army and those now provided for will create 
majors, lieutenant colenels, and colonels in 
the promotion list branches in numbers far 
in excess of peace time requirements. The 
legislation here presented provides for vitali- 
zation of the officer list, an operation to finally 
cure promotion stagnation, and a redetermin- 
ation of the per cent ratio of field officers to 
the balance of the promotion list, so as to 
insure appropriate training opportunities in 
those advanced grades without limiting un 
duly promotion opportunities. 

Unless remedial legislation such as the pro 
posed measure is enacted, with present pre 
dicted rates of attrition the senior officer of 
the “post-war group” (class of 1920, U. 8. 
Military Academy) now 1,400 files down in the 
list of captains, will reach the grade of major 
in July, 1945. At that time he will have 
served 25 years as a commissioned officer. 
For a noral career he should have entered 
grade of lieutenant colonel after 24 years’ 
service and be promoted to colonel at aver- 
age age 52 after 28 years of service. He is 
therefore hopelessly submerged behind over 
3,000 senior officers who differ from him in 
average age less than five years. The fate 
of the classes of 1921 to 1939 is similar. 

The average age on graduation from the 
United States Military Academy is 24 years. 
Under existing law an officer is promoted to 
captain in ten years at an average age of 34. 
During his service as a captain the officer 
normally has his first actual command of a 
company; he attends the service schools, 
adding to his professional education and re 
ceiving training for higher command. By the 
tine an officer has reached the age of 40 he 
should have demonstrated his capacity for 
field grade and his ability should be used for 
that purpose. During the next ten years he 
should receive further training fer higher 
command, and during that period should pass 
through the grades of major and lieutenant 
colonel, arriving at the grade of colonel at an 
average age of 51 or 52. The officer is then 
available for command of a regiment at an 
age when he is in full possession of the 
physical and mental capacity required for 
such command and is also available for selec 
tion to the grade of general officer and for 
duty in that grade for at least eight or ten 
years before he reaches the statutory age for 
retirement. To sum up, with a leeway of 
three years below the average and = four 
years above it, the following career will create 
an efficient officer corps well trained and of 
appropriate age in grade to meet all the de 
mands of modern warfare:

The present situation makes this career im 
possible for the officers now in the service. 

It is realized that legislation of this nature 
must of necessity be applied to all concerned 
with the expectation that in so doing many 
superior officers will be removed from the 
service at a time when they can perform 
duties adequately, regardless of the fact they 
are over the maximum age suitable for their 
grade in time of war. However, for the good 
of the Army as a whole it is essential that 
Opportunity be provided for the development 
of officers by enabling them to reach in- 
creased rank and exercise the greater respon 
Sibilities incident thereto at ages which will 
insure maximum performance within each 
grade in peace and war. Regardless of the 
Promotion and career advantages which this 
legislation will accomplish, its greatest ac- 
complishment will be the separation from the 
active list of over-age-in-grade officers. The 
United States is the only great power which 
48 not recognized the need of younger offi- 
cers for command. 

Current trends in organization, in arma- 
ment, and in training all point toward the 
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Text of Army’s Age-in-Grade Retirement Bill 


Following isthe full text of the Age- 
in-grade forced attrition bill sent to Con- 
gress this week by Secretary Woodring: 

A BILL 

To promote the efficiency of the National 
Defense: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the Act of July 
31, 1935 (40 Stat. 505), entitled “An Act to 
promote the efficiency of the national de- 
fense,”” is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2 of the said act of July 31, 1935, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: “That 
from and after the effective date of this act 
the number of promotion list officers of field 
grade shall not exceed a total of 4,400, in- 
cluding not to exceed 660 colonels, 990 lieu- 
tenant colonels, and 2,750 majors, until such 
time as the number 4,400 equals 34 percentum 
of the aggregate number of promotion list 
officers for whom pay is provided in the then 
current annual appropriation act, at which 
time and thereafter, the number of promo- 
tion list officers in the grade of colonel shall 
be five percentum, the number of such officers 
in the grade of lieutenant colonel shall be 
9 percentum, and the number of such officers 
in the grade of major shall be 20 percentum, 
of the aggregate number of promotion list 
officers for whom pay is provided in the then 
eurrent annual appropriation act: Provided, 
That in making any computation under the 
provisions of this section whenever a final 
fraction of one-half or more occurs in the 
number of officers involved in any such 
computation the next higher whole number 
of officers shall be regarded as the authorized 
or required number’ thereof: Provided 
further, That nothing herein contained shall 
be constrned to require the discharge or de 
motion of any officer from the rank held by 
him on the effective date of this Act.” 

Sec, 2. A new section is inserted immedi 
ately after section 5 of the said act of July 
31, 1935, to read as follows: 

“Sec. fa. That if during any fiscal year 
separations from the promotion list of the 
regular Army and Philippine Scouts by the 
terminations of active service of officers on 
the promotion list of the Regular Army and 
Philippine Scouts and by promotions to gen 
eral officers of the line do not reach four and 
thirty-five one-hundredths percentum of the 
average number of officers on that list during 
the fiseal year, the President as soon after 
the end of the fiscal year as practicable order 
the retirement from active service of such an 
additional number of promotion-list officers 
as will bring the number of terminations for 
that fiscal year to four and thirty-five one 
hundredths percentum by the retirement in 
order of age of promotion list officers from 
63 to 45 years of age: Provided, That no offi- 
cer in the grade of colonel less than sixty 
years of age, in the grade of lieutenant colo 
nel less than 5S vears of age, in the grade of 
major less than 5 years of age, and in grades 
below that of major, less than 50 years of 
age, shall be retired under the provisions of 
this section, unless in any particular year 
retirements obtained within these age limi 
tations fail to produce the necessary addi 
tional number of terminations to reach the 
required four and thirty-five one-hundredths 
per centum hereinbefore referred to, in which 
event these age limits shall be successively 
reduced one year at a time beginning with 
the grade of colonel in each successive cycle 
of age reduction required until the required 
number of terminations has been obtained: 

“Provided further, That in anv one vear in 
which retirements under the provisions of 
this section Include all promotion-list officers 
62 years of age, the President shall order the 
retirement in order of age of such number of 
brigadier generals of the line 62 years of age 
or over as may be necessary in attaining the 
four and thirty-five one-hundredths per cen 
tum attrition for the fiscal year In question: 
Provided further, That retirements made 
after July first by reason of the application 
of this section to the fiscal year last preced 
ing shall not be counted as separations per 


necessity of having an adequate Army-in 
being at the outbreak of hostilities. Recent 
wars and the development of modern armies 
in other nations indicate that we cannot 
reasonably be certain that we shall have time 
in which to raise and train a large force in 
time to protect our vital interests, and con 
sequently the covering force must be ready. 
Such considerations bear directly and with 
great weight upon the character of our peace 
time Army. In the improvement of our arma 
ment and tactical doctrine we are for out 
stripping our progress in the solution 
of officer-personnel problems. The peace 
time officer lists must be related to war time 
requirements. The standard of physical 
capability of our leaders in time of peace 
must bear a reasonable corelation with war 
time requirements. It logically follows that 
the continuation in active service of our pres- 
ent over-age-grade officers is just as detri 
mental to the safety of the Nation as would 
be continuation in service of obsolete ma- 
terial. A half a million dollars expended an- 
nually to “modernize” our officer personnel 








taining to the fiscal vear in which retirement 
becomes effective: Provided further, That 
every officer retired from active service under 
the provisions of this section shall receive 
retired pay at the rate of 75 per centum of 
their active duty pay at the time of retire 
ment: Provided further, That every officer 
below the grade of colonel retired from ac 
tive service under this section or heretofore 
or hereafter retired under existing laws, who 
served as a commissioned officer in the Army 
of the United States prior to Nov. 12, 1918, 
shall be advanced upon the retired. Et one 
grade above that held*by him at time of re 
tirement, unless previously advanced under 
the provisions of existing law, and such ad 
vancement shall not entitle the officer to in 
creased retirement pay by reason thereof, 
but nothing contained in this proviso shall 
be deemed to nullify the provisions of ex 
isting laws which grant retirement at in 
creased rank and pay under certain cireum 
stances: Provided further, That all officers 
retired under the provisions of this section 
shall be placed on the unlimited retired list: 
provided further, That no officer holding 
temporary rank as a general officer shall be 
retired under the provisions of this act while 
holding such temporary rank: Provided 
further, That any captain who is selected for 
retirement under the provisions of this see 
tion shall be given the option of retirement 
under the provisions of Section 5 of the Aet 
of July 31, 19385 (49 Stat. 505) with the rank 
and retired pay of a major of the same length 
of service: Provided further, That in making 
any computations under the provisions of 
this section whenever a fraction occurs in 
the number of officers involved in such com- 
putation the fraction shall be disregarded: 
Provided further, That in any fiseal year 
when the separations from the promotion list 
hereinbefore referred to exceed the said four 
and = thirty-five one-hundredths percentum, 
the excess shall be credited to the next fiscal 
year and applied in determining the percen 
tum of separations for that year: And pro

This section shall be effec 
tive upon date of enactment and shall be ap 
plied initially to the fiseal year 1939: all laws 
and parts of laws, insofar as they are incon 
sistent with or in confliet with any of the 
provisions hereof are hereby amended or re- 
pealed.” 

Sec. 3. Section 6 of the said Act of July 31, 
1935, is hereby amended by inserting immedi 
ately after the word “Act” in line 1, a comma, 
followed by the expression “except as pro 
vided in section Sa, above,”.

The figures given in the above bill for 
the number of colonels, lieutenant colo- 
nels, and majors are the numbers now 
actually in those grades. By freezing 
these figures, the expected expansion of 
those grades as the total commissioned 
strength is increased under current leg 
islation would not take place, The field 
grades would begin to expand, however, 
when the total number of promotion list 
officers exceeds 12.41, There is now anu- 
thorization for 12.7909 promotion list offi- 
cers and under the ten year expansion 
program a total of 14,609 is anticipated, 

The percentage set in the individual 
grades in the proposed bill reduces: the 
percentage of colonels from six to five 
per cent, retains the percentage of lieu 
tenant colonels at nine per cent, and re- 
duces the majors from 25 to 20 per cent, 
will be as valuable a contribution to the na 
tional defense as the procurement of addition 
al modern armament. 

The increased costs of this measure will be 
negligible in the Fiseal Year 1940, then costs 
will rise gradually to approximately $500,000 
in Fiseal Year 1948. Thereafter there will 
probably be slowly rising costs 

The proposed legislation has been submit 
ted to the Bureau of the Budget which re 
ports that it is not in conflict with the pro 
gram of the President.

gible for selection in the game manner as 
officers designated as fitted and recom- 
mended for retention. Tig amendment 
was sponsored on the floor by Represen- 
tative Vinson. 


The House supported Representative 
Maas’s amendment to strike from the 
Navy Selection Act of 1988 the language 
in Section 12, subsection (d), which re- 
quires that in computing service for re- 
tirement of officers selected as fitted and 
designated for retention, all service of 
an officer as a commissioned warrant offi- 
cer, active commissioned service in the 
Naval Reserve Force, service as a mid- 
shipman after graduation from the Naval 
Academy and service under a temporary 
commission in the Navy be counted. This 
amendment, Mr. Maas contended, re- 
moves existing discriminations against 
World War officers and insures them of 
additional service before retirement. It 
was opposed by Representative Vinson, 
but carried by a 66 to 44 vote. 

Mr. Vinson then offered an amend- 
ment, which was agreed to unanimously, 
providing that officers named to be Chief 
of Naval Operations and officers named 
to be Commander in Chief of the Fleet 
retain the rank of admiral and continue 
to receive the pay and allowances of a 
rear admiral of the upper half and the 
personal money allowance of an admiral 
until they reach the age of 66 years, when 
they shall be retired by the President 
from active service. 

Representative Maas then introduced 
two amendments which were approved by 
the House. The first of these provides 
that in time of peace there must be an 
attrition of at least nine rear admirals a 
year. The present law provides that there 
must be an attrition of eight rear ad- 
mirals a year in time of peace. The law 
now provides that in the event the attri- 
tion specified is not attained, a board shall 
be formed consisting of the Chief of Na- 
val Operations, the Commander in Chief 
of the Fleet and the Commander, Battle 
Force to select a sufficient number of rear 
admirals for retirement to create the re- 
quired vacancies in that ramkpos, eens 

Mr. Maas’ other amendment provide 
that: 

“Sec, 15. The Secretary of the Navy each 
fiscal year shall appoint a board of five rear 
admirals of the upper half whose duty it 
shall be to report the names of all officers 
eligible for its consideration who, in its 
judgment, shall be retained on active duty, 
Any officer so considered and not recom- 
mended for retention by the report of such 
board, as approved by the President, shall 
be retired on June 30 of the fiscal year in 
which he completes 38 years of service, com- 
puted as hereafter provided, and shall there- 
after receive 75 per cent of the active-duty 
pey of a rear admiral of the upper half. The 
Secretary of the Navy shall furnish the board 
with the names of all rear admirals on the 
active list who have completed over 36 years 
and less than 38 years of service, counting 
commissioned service and service as a mid- 
shipman after graduation from the Naval 
Academy, but shall not furnish the name of 
any rear admiral who has previously been 
recommended for retention in accordane with 
this act. All officers whose names are fur- 
nished the board as herein provided shall be 
eligible for its consideration, The board shall 
conduct its proceedings and make its report 
in such form as may be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Navy, with the approval of 
the President: Provided, That the provisions 
of this section shall not apply to the Marine 
Corps.” 

Another amendment to the bill, offered 
by Representative Hobbs, provides that 
the reports of selection boards shall in- 
clude a statement of the reasons actuat- 
ing the selection or promotion of every 
officer so selected and also a statement of 
the reasons actuating the passing over of 
every officer not selected for promotion, 

The final amendment to the bill on the 
floor was sponsored by Representative 
Ditter, of Pa. and would strike out Seec- 
tion 11(a) of the act of June 23, 1938, 
which reads as follows: 

See. 11. (a) The names of officers designated 
by a board as best fitted for promotion, and 
the names of officers adjudged by a board as 
fitted for promotion, and approved by the 
President, shall be placed upon a promotion 
list and promotions to fill vacancies shall be 
made from officers of the next lower grade 
whose names appear on the promotion list as 
having been designated as best fitted for pro- 
motion: Provided, That officers whose names 








appear on the promotion list as having been 
adjudged fitted for promotion shall be pro- 
moted at the same time that the officers next 
senior to them on the list of those designated 
as best fitted for promotion are promoted to 
the next higher grade: Provided further, That 
officers so promoted pursuant to the recom- 
mendations of the same report shall take rank 
with one another in accordance with their 
seniority in the grade from which promoted, 
and officers recommended in an earlier report 
shall, when promoted, have precedence of of- 
ficers recommended in a later report: And 
provided further, That priority in assign- 
ment to duty in any grade shall be accorded, 
irrespective of seniority in grade, to those of- 
ficers who have been selected as best fitted 
for promotion to that grade, 

The following subsection would be sub- 
stituted by Mr. Ditter’s amendment: 

“The names of officers designated by a 
board as best fitted for promotion and the 
names of officers adjudged by a board as 
fitted for promotion and approved by the 
President shall be placed upon the promotion 
list, ang promotion to fill vacancies shall be 
made from officers of the next lower grade 
whose names appear as having been desig- 
nated as best fitted for promotion on such 
promotion list in accordance with the date of 
their original commission in the Regular 
Navy.” 

The effect of the amendment Mr. Ditter 
stated would be to correct alleged dis- 
criminations which he charges have oc- 
curred against officers of the World War 
group who have been placed behind re- 
cent graduates of the Naval Academy. 

In his speech explaining the bill to the 
House, Chairman Vinson declared, “Ex- 
perience has shown that in any personnel 
legislation of any magnitude not all pro- 
visions are perfect and produce the re- 
sults desired. Therefore, the sole object 
and purpose of the proposed bill is to 
make certain changes to improve the act 
and to facilitate its operation and there- 
fore be more equitable to the officer per- 
sonnel of the Navy.” 

Following Mr. Vinson’s discussion of 
the bill as reported by the House Naval 
committee, he was queried by Representa- 
tive Andrews, of N. Y., on the amendment 
eliminating the distinction between fitted 
but not for retention and fitted for reten- 
tion officers until 1944. Mr. Vinson de- 
clared, “In plain language this amend- 
ment keeps in the service all officers desig- 
nated by the selection board as fitted offi- 
cers whether he be assigned to engineer- 
ing duty only, aeronautical engineering 
duty only or to duty in the line. I earnest- 
ly hope that there will be no hesitancy on 
the part of the House in approving this 
section, for it means the retention of 
some 300 officers between now and 1944 
who would go on the retired list without 
this amendment.” 

In response to a question as to whether 
or not the Navy Department is opposed 
to the amendment, Mr. Maas stated that 
the Navy is “not very enthusiastic over 
it,” but declared that no active opposi- 
tion was shown during hearings before 
the committee. 

Representative Ditter, ranking minor- 
ity member of the Naval Subcommittee 
of the House Appropriations Committee, 
then asked, “Would the gentleman (Mr. 
Maas), recommend that the Appropria- 
tions Committee should write a limita- 
tion on the pay of the Navy item provid- 
ing that no selection should ensue dur- 
ing the following year?” Mr. Maas 
answered, “No. I could not agree with 
the gentleman on that because it would 
do more harm than good.” Mr. Ditter con- 
tinued, “Could we not hold the entire mat- 
ter in abeyance so that we might study 
the entire personnel problem?” To this, 
Representative Maas said, “We have 
been studying it very assiduously in our 
committee, and we feel that this is the 
most workable program that can be ob- 
tained for the next four or five years.” 

Representative Ilobbs offered an 
amendment, which was lost by a vote of 
37 to 41, to increase the percentage of of- 
ficers in the Navy from five and one-half 
to six per cent of the enlisted personnel. 
He was opposed by Mr. Vinson, who de- 
clared that the Navy cannot reach the 
five and one-half per cent figure until 
1948, and that the problem can be met at 
that time if necessary. 

Representative Hobbs then offered an 
amendment with the following statement : 

Page 7, line 10, of Public, No. 703, approved 
June 23, 1038, change the period to a colon 
and add: “Provided further, That captains 
who are not selected for promotion to the 





grade of rear admirals shall be, by the same 
board, adjudged either ‘fitted’ or ‘not fitted’ 
for promotion, and if adjudged ‘fitted’ for 
promotion shall be retired with the rank of 
rear admiral with retired pay computed as 
provided in subsection (b) of this section.” 

Mr. Hobbs. Mr. Chairman, this amendment, 
as I understand, will not cost the Govern 
ment one dime. The pay of these officers will 
be the same whether they are called captains 
or admirals. This amendment simply means 
that a captain who under the present legis- 
lation is denied the privilege of having the 
stamp of approval of his fellow officers put 
upon his work of 30 years, who has gone up 
to the rank of captain, and who may not now 
be adjudged fitted for promotion, can have 
his qualifications determined and, if the 
stump of approval of the selection board is 
put upon him and his work of 30 years in 
the Navy, he is retired without additional 
cost to the Government and with the rank of 
rear admiral. This is fair and it is reason- 
able. 

I am in accord with the position taken by 
the distinguished chairman of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs with regard to this honor 
which we have just done these ranking 
admirals, and I submit the door of opportun- 
ity ought to be at least cracked for the bene- 
fit of captains in the Navy. 

The amendment was defeated without 
a record vote, Representative Vinson 
commenting that “After awhile you 
would have more admirals in the Navy 
than officers of any other rank.” 

Representative Maas then introduced 
another amendment, which was approved, 
providing that at least nine vacancies 
must occur in the rank of rear admiral 
each year. He declared, in answer to a 
query by Representative Vinson : 

I may tell the gentleman that it provides 
that in any one year, if the Secretary of the 
Navy finds there are to be less than eight 
vacancies among the rear admirals, he shall 
convene a board to select enough admirals to 
be retired to make the average of eight. I 
am proposing to make this figure nine be- 
cause we discovered that with the figure set 
at eight there will probably never be any re- 
tirements of rear admirals, because the Judge 
Advocate General ruled—and I am not ques 
tioning his ruling—that the 8 or 9 days this 
bill was in effect last year included all the 
vacancies last year for the purpose of aver- 
aging with succeeding years, and there hap- 
pened to be a great many vacancies last year. 
The result is that you always have the eight 
vacancies, and no admiral will ever be forced 
to retire. 

He stated further: 

This is just carrying into effect the law we 
have now. Why should there be one sacred 
rank in the Navy? I am not opposed to the 
admirals. I think we have the finest group of 
admirals in the world, and I want to keep 
them the finest group of admirals in the 
world, and that is why I want to have the 
same weeding-out process for admirals that 
we have for lieutenants, lieutenant com- 
manders, and commanders and captains. 

This does not involve any new principle 
of legislation at all. It simply provides that 
what the Congress intended last year shall be 
carried out, and I hope the amendment will 
be agreed to. 

Mr. Maas at the same time introduced 
an amendment, which was also approved, 
setting up a board of rear admirals of 
the upper half to pass on the fitness of 
rear admirals of 38 years’ service for re- 
tention, as outlined earlier in this story. 
Ilis amendment was opposed by Mr. Vin- 
son but sustained by the House. 





38 Ships to World’s Fair 

Despite orders to the United States 
Fleet to return to the West Coast, the 
number of vessels to visit New York for 
the opening of the World’s Fair, May 1, 
will be more than half of the number 
originally scheduled to berth there. A 
total of 38 ships will lie in the Hudson 
River or in Brooklyn Navy Yard from 
today until May 17, whereas 70 ships 
were to have proceeded to the metropolis 
after a grand review off the Virginia 
Capes. 

However, the number of officers and 
men to visit New York has been cut to 
one fourth of the original number, since 
with the exception of three battleships 
and the carrier Ranger, no large vessels 
will be in New York. Originally, also, 
ships were to have been tied up in East 
River and at Hoboken. 

About 1,000 officers and 11,000 men will 
remain in the city. 

Entertainments As Usual 

Although the grand review scheduled 
for April 27 was cancelled, entertain- 
ments arranged at New York will not be 
affected. About 1,000 officers and 11,000 
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men will go to New York. 

Principal effect of the curtailed ship 
movement to New York will be the in- 
clusion in social activities of junior offi- 
cers and enlisted men who otherwise, 
perforce, would have not received invi- 
tations, 

Junior officers who were to have been 
left out at the officers’ dinner will be 
included, and enlisted men who would 
have been passed over in the allocation 
of 5,000 tickets for the enlisted personnel 
dance at the Astor Hotel will now re- 
ceive cards of admission. 

The official call which Mayor La 
Guardia and other officials were to have 
made upon Admiral Claude C. Bloch, 
commander-in-chief, will now be made 
upon Rear Admiral Johnson, April 29. 
Admiral Johnson will represent the fleet 
at the official opening of the fair, April 

The dinner for the officers will be held 
at the Hotel Commodore May 1, with 
fewer higher officers but more junior offi- 
cers present. About 1,000 officers will at- 
tend instead of the 1,200 originally ex- 
pected. After the dinner the Fleet Ball 
will be given at the Waldorf-Astoria by 
the Naval Academy Association of New 
York. 

On May 2 the enlisted men’s dance will 
be held at Hotel Astor, and on May 3 a 
dinner for warrant and chief warrant 
officers will be held at Essex House.

General Sultan was born Dee. 9, 1885, in 
Oxford, Miss.

From March, 1918 to June, 1919, Colonel

Army Reserve Activities 











HOUSANDS of soldiers of the Na- 

tional Guard from three states and 
the District of Columbia will join regular 
army units of the Third Corps Area in 
the most elaborate peace time maneuvers 
since 1917. 

Staff officers are already burning the 
midnight oil drafting plans to handle the 
movement of the great bodies of troops 
from Maryland, Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
and the District of Columbia in the field. 

The War Department has selected an 
area in Virginia bounded by Manassas, 
Fort Belvoir, Quantico and Stafford Store 
for the maneuvers which are scheduled 
for August 5th to 19th. 

The units of the Maryland National 
Guard will be maneuvering over historic 
ground where many of their actual, and 
military ancestors fought under different 
flags during the war between the states. 

The maneuvers in Virginia will be a 
part of the First Army exercises and 
there will be a similar concentration of 
the Second and Third Corps in New York. 
In the battle problems to be worked out 
a corps of two divisions, made up of Na- 
tional Guardsmen, will be opposed by a 
provisional division of regulars. 

The National Guard troops of Mary- 
land will serve as part of the 29th Divi- 
sion under the command of Major Gen- 
eral Milton A. Reckford. The maneuvers 
will be controlled by Major General J. 
K. Parsons, commanding general of the 
Third Corps Area. 

During the preliminary maneuvers of 
the first week the troops will be sheltered 
in a pyramidal tent camp, while the sec- 
ond week will closely approximate the 
conditions of an actual wartime cam- 
paign. 

Principal objectives of the maneuvers 
are to train officers and men in mobiliza- 
tion, actual operation in the theater of ac- 
tion, supply of troops, organization of 
concentration areas and zone of interior 
hospitalization. 

Preliminary training has already be- 
gun in the Maryland National Guard in 
order that the various organizations will 
be able to function smoothly in the field. 

This will mark the first time since 1936 
that the various units of the Maryland 
National Guard, infantry, artillery, air 
service and medical, have had the oppor- 
tunity to train together.

Brig. Gen. Edward Martin, Department 
of Military Affairs of Pennsylvania an- 
nounced April 28 that Governor James 
had approved the promotion of Col. Wil- 
liam Robert Dunlap of Pittsburgh to be 
a brigadier general of the line. 

Colonel Dunlap is the senior officer of 
his grade in the Pennsylvania National 
Guard and his promotion establishes the 
Giovernor’s policy in recognizing the 
claims of seniority. He has been in com- 
mand of the 176th Field Artillery, the 
DuQuesne Grays, since its organization 
in 1921. In his new rank he will com 
mand the 53rd Field Artillery Brigade. 

Colonel Dunlap was born in DuBois, 
Pa., and is now 53 years of age. His mili 
tary service began in 1908 with his enlist- 
ment in the regiment which he has com 
manded since the World War. He was 
made a second lieutenant in 1912, first 
lieutenant and later a captain in 1914. 
He commanded a company on the Mexi- 
can Border and entered the World War 
#8 a captain. His regiment became part 
of the 111th Infantry in the World War, 
and his ability as a field soldier won him 
rapid promotion on the battlefields of 
France.He became a major in August and 
a lieutenant colonel in October of 1918. In 
March of 1919 he attained the full grade 
of colonel of infantry and in October of 
that year, following the World War, he 
began the reorganization of the 176th 
Field Artillery. 

The War Department awarded Colonel 
Dunlap a Distinguished Service Medal 
and the silver star for his service in the 
war.

The transportation of official dele- 
gates of State Departments of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the United 
States to the annual convention in Puerto 
Rico, June 21, will be paid to the ports 
of embarkation in New York or Jackson 
ville, officials of the association here 
stated this week. 

A $10,000 appropriation of the Puerto 
Rican legislature will be used to make 
payments of two cents a mile each way 
for the delegates, computing the distance 
from their homes to the port which is 
nearest their residences. If the num- 
ber of delegates is found to be less than 
the 225 which are authorized—-25 from 
each corps area—-and the entire $10,000 
is accordingly not required, some addi 
tional mileage will be allowed, it was 
stated. 

As in former years, each state is al- 
lowed a number of delegates equal to the 
proportion of its membership in the as- 
sociation compared to membership of the 
corps area, that is, if California has two- 
fifths of the membership of the Ninth 
Corps Area, it will be allowed two-fifths 
of the 25 delegates of that area, or 10 
delegates, Should any state send less than 
its authorized number, there will 
definitely be no increases in amounts 
paid to the delegates who do go to the 
convention from that state, except as a 
nation-wide reduction in the number of 
authorized delegates attending permits 
granting of additional mileage to all dele- 
gates,

In view of the delicate international sit- 
uation, accentuated by the speech of Iit- 
ler, some extracts from the testimony of 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
hefore Congress, supporting the extension 
of the President's authority for the con- 
tinuance of the reduction of the gold con- 
tent of the dollar, the purchase of silver 
and the stabilization fund, are important 
in the light they shed upon the general 
business situation. Mr. Morgenthau 
stated that in the last five years the cur- 
rencies of over 50 countries have changed 
their gold yalue, and virtually none of 
them has fixed the gold value of its cur- 
rency. The existence of the power to de- 
value the dollar has been a warning to 
the world that we stand ready and able 
to defend our position in world trade, and 
to protect American goods from intensified 
competition in the American Market. 
Secretary Morgenthau was obviously not 
favorable to the continued purchase of 
silver, and Chairman Eccles of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bourd testified that the law 
requiring such purchase should be sharp- 
ly modified. Regarding the Stabilization 
Fund, Mr. Morgenthau asserted that dur- 
ing the Muropean crisis last fall, if there 
had been no stabilization fund to coop- 
erate with other funds, dollar exchange 
would have fluctuated so violently us to 
disrupt our trade, and international 
monetary chaos might have ensued, He 
further observed: “The emergency in the 
international economic and monetary field 
still exists, and unfortunately there are 
no grounds for believing that such emer- 
gency Will end on June 30. On the con- 
trary, the recurrence of international 
crises is aus probable now as when the 
Stabilization fund was created in 134.” 
As u result of the testimony of the See- 
retary, the Hlouse passed the bill ex- 
tending the President's powers in- this 
nutter, Senator Glass has announced 
that he proposes to press repeal of the 
vold) devaluation authority which the 
President possesses, but in view of the 
international situation the sentiment of 
the Senute seems to be in favor of con 
tinuing the authority as well as that in 
reference to silver purchase and stabiliza- 
tion, In his reorganigation orders, the 
President transferred the Bureau of the 
Budget from the Treasury to the Execu- 
tive, and attached to the Bureau the Cen- 
tral Statistical Board and the functions 
and personnel of the Central Statistical 
Committee, which was abolished, He also 
grouped all lending agencies under a Fed- 
eral Loan Agency, such agencies includ- 
ing the Reconstruction Finance, REC 
Mortgage Company, Electric Ilome and 
Farm Authority, Disaster Loan Corpora- 
tion, Federal Tlome Loan Bank Board, 
Ilome Owners Loan Corporation, Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance Corpora- 
tion, Federal Llousing Administration and 
Export-Import Bank of Washington. The 
disposition of Congress is to consent to 
this regrouping. 

An agreement has been reached by the 
resident and Congressional leaders to 
grant a 2 cent export subsidy on cotton. 
Swapping negotiations are making prog- 
ress in London, Paris and the Hague. 
The House Agricultural Committee over- 
whelmingly rejected a proposal to fix farm 
prices to cover the cost of production, plus 
u profit for the producer. The Senate 
Agricultural Committee voted in favor of 
such a program. The Administration de- 
sires a law which will grant benetit pay- 
ments to farmers accepting the Agricul- 
tural Department's planting plans, and 
observing soil conservation practices, and 
which will permit enforcement of market- 
ing quotas to keep surpluses off the mar- 
kets, and farm loans, 

Congressional responsibility for relief 
policies has not been altered by the Pres- 
ident’s concentration of the WPA and 
PWA and a few other relief agencies un- 
der one control. Therefore, there will be 
relief legislation before the end of the ses- 
sion as well as the relief appropriation of 
L7 billions which the President is seek- 
ing.

Seek Pilots Over 30 

Legislation to create within the Army 
Air Corps a group to be designated as 
junior flight officers, flight officers and 
senior flight officers was introduced this 
week by Senator Morris Sheppard, Chair- 
man of the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

The personnel of this group would be 
drawn from Reserve Officers, warrant 
officers and enlisted pilots now on ex- 
tended active duty with the Air Corps 
or who are eligible for such duty, and 
who are over the age of thirty. A’ sep- 
erate promotion list would be formed for 
the new group. Junior flight officers would 
receive the pay and allowances of a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Army Air Corps, 
flight officers would receive the pay and 
allowances of a first lieutenant and senior 
flight officers would receive the pay and 
allowances of a captain in the Army Air 
Corps. Personnel of the new group would 
receive constructive service for all prior 
service to credit toward pay, longevity, 
retirement and rank purposes, 

The bill provides that at the end of 
seventeen years’ service senior flight offi 
cers will receive the pay, privilege and 
emoluments equal to that of a major in 
the Army Air Corps, without, however, 
the advanced rank.

Merchant Marine 

Two more yessels under construction 
by the Maritime Commission slid off the 
ways this week, bringing the number of 
launchings under the commission's ten 
year shipbuilding program started last 
year to six, 

Yesterday, the second (-2 cargo ship, 
the SS Nightingale, was launched at 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock 
(o., Newport News, Va., with Mrs. 
Schuyler Otis Bland, wife of the chair- 
man of the House Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries Committee, as sponsor. 

Last Saturday, the first of these ships, 
the Donald McKay, was launched at Sun 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Co., with 
elaborate ceremonies. 

Today the fourth high-speed tanker, 
the SS Neosha, will be launched at Fed- 
eral Shipbuilding & Dry Dock Co., 
Kearney, N. J., by Mrs. Emory S. Land, 
wife of the Maritime Commission chair- 
man. The Neosha will be purchased by 
the Navy Department, as was the first of 
the tankers, the Cimarron, which on trial 
runs made a speed of 19.28 knots. Other 
tankers launched have been the Seakay 
and the Markay. 

Three more C-2’s are scheduled for 
launching in May. On May 18, the Meteor 
will be launched at Sun, and on May 20 
there will be a simultaneous launching 
of the Challenger and Comet at Federal. 

Tentative dates for launchings of three 
other C-2’s have been set. The Stag 
hound will be launched at Newport News 
June 16; the Northern Light, by Sun 
July 6, and the Lightning, by Federal July 
15. 

To date 66 vessels have been contracted 
for by the Maritime Commission at a 
cost of approximately $130,000,000, 

Many of these will be off the ways be- 
fore the end of 1939. 

The 792-foot America, largest paussen- 
ger liner to be built in this country will 
be launched at Newport) News in July, 
though she will not be in service until 
HHO. At least half of the 12 tankers will 
be launched and in service, and about 
18 of the 20 C-2's, 

Of the four cargo vessels being built 
for the account of American Export 
Lines by Bethlehem Steel Co., at its Fore 
River Plant, one or two, perhaps, will be 
launched before the end of the year. So 
ulso may two of the C-3 cargo vessels, a 
larger ship than the C-2. Sixteen of these 
vessels are under construction, six by 
Federal Shipbuilding & Dry Dock Co., 
four by Sun Shipbuilding & Dry Dock Co., 
two by Moore Drydock Co., and four by 
Ingalls Tron Works. 

None of the 10 ©-3 combination passen- 
ger and cargo vessels or the three com- 
bination ships being built for the account 
of the Mississippi Shipping Co., will be 
launched this vear, nor will any of the 
small C-1 ships, even if bids for their 
construction are asked in June as is 
now contemplated,

Seagoing Banks 

The House of Representatives has 
passed and sent to the Senate a bill per- 
mitting seamen on merchant vessels to 
have part of their pay allotted to banks 
or postal savings depositories in which 
they have accounts. The bill amends the 
act which permits allotments to be made 
to certain relatives. 

The Maritime Commission, through 
Chairman Emory S. Land has reported to 
Congress that it favors reduction from 
25 per cent to 124% per cent of the down 
payment required of purchasers of new 
vessels from the commission, with the 
balance payable in 20 years. A’ bill in 
troduced by Representative Bland CIEL R. 
3398) would reduce the initial payment 
to 10 per cent. 

The chairman also opposed any sub- 
sidizing of construction of ships in 
domestic trade, stating that it favored 
the “trade in” plan already recommended 
to Congress.
